The action by the Govern­ 
mental Organization Committee 
leaves a controversial coastline 
protection bill as the session's 
only major environmental legis­ 
lation still alive And, its future 
is doubtful. 
The committee killed the hill 
by A ssem blym an 
Edwin L. 
/ berg. D Sacramento, on an 
overwhelming 3-6 vote Monday 
and then swiftly rejected two 
other Assembly-passed hills. 
One, by speaker Bob Moretti, 
I)-Van Nuvs, would have em ­ 
powered the Lands Commission 
to crack down harder on off­ 
shore oil development while the 
second by Assemblyman Alan 
Sieroty, D-Beverly Hills, pro­ 
posed a moratorium on zoning 
changes w’hieh would increase 
population density in the scenic 
Santa Monica Mountains. 
DEFEAT DENOUNCED 
Defeat of the Z 'herg bill was 
denounced by the conservation­ 
ist 
Californians 
for 
Environ­ 
mental Quality as a victory for 
a “ small clique of special inter­ 
ests'' which forced “ its will on 
the whole population by manip­ 
ulating a sensitive bottleneck in 
the legislature.” 
The bill would have abolished 
m a n y antipollution ag en cies 
such as the Air Resources and 
W a t e r 
R e s o u r c e s 
C o n tro l 
boards and replaced them with 
a single “ Environmental Quali­ 
ty Board” and a series of satel­ 
lite regional boards. The boards 
of “ e n v iro n m en tal e x p e r ts ” 
would ad m in is te r da.v-today 
pollution-fighting efforts and 
enforce laws and rules to pro­ 
tect the natural environment.

Pattersons To Seek 
Another Center Spot 


Lucas Valley homeowners today won their 
battle to keep the Renaissance Pleasure Faire 
and cultural center from locating on the Grady 
Ranch property. 
Phyllis and Ronald Patterson, creators of the 
Pleasure Faire, announced they had decided 
against appealing Marin County Planning Com­ 
mission denial of their rezoning application for 
the 1,000-acre ranch off Lucas Valley Road. 
Instead, 
the Pattersons 
re­ 
vealed. the Pleasure Faire will 
relum to the Black Point site 
for 1972, while they hunt for 
another perm anent site in Ma­ 
n n County. 


“The villain was the automo­ 
bile.' the Pattersons said. 


They added, 
“ The concern 
shown . . . over traffic prob­ 
lems 
at the Lucas Valley site 
“ has given us reason to pause 
in our efforts . . . We had hoped 
that, even assuming some traf­ 
fic inconvi,lienee once a year, 
this might be accepted as a 
small price to pay to preserve 
the beautiful Grady property 
and to create the (Renaissance 
Study and Cultural* C en ter 
which would b en e fit M arin 
year-round.” 


The planning commission re­ 
jected the rezoning on Nov. 1. 
and the Pattersons had until 5 
p.m. yesterday to file an appeal 
with the board of supervisors. 
But the deadline passed without 
a protest. 
Last month, in a storm y h ear­ 
ing before Deputy County Zon­ 
ing Adm inistrator Harvey E. 


Bragdon, the Pattersons won a 
use permit for the center and 
fair at the Grady Ranch, condi­ 
tional on obtaining com mercial 
rezoning of the property. 
The Pattersons plan to buy 
the 
ranch 
hinged on county 
approval of development plans. 
Besides objections over po­ 
tential traffic congestion, oppo­ 
nents contended the develop­ 
ment would m ar the residential 
character of the valley. About 
350 valley residents appeared at 
the Nov. 1 commission meeting, 
m any of them wearing a rm ­ 
bands and buttons proclaiming 
“ Unfaire.”

A three-year battle ended last 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—In the 
m ost co m p reh en siv e g o v ern ­ 
m e n t im p o s e d w a g e p o lic y 
since the Korean war. the Pay 
Board Monday voted to hold 
future pay increases to about 
5.5 per cent and bar most work­ 
ers from collecting wages they 
lost during President Nixon's 
90-day freeze. 


The decision was made over 
bitter, united labor opposition. 


The board also agreed to let 
most contracts negotiated be­ 
fore or during the freeze take 
effect unchanged when the con­ 
trols are lifted at midnight Sat­ 
urday. 
It was the most important 
decision yet on 
Phase 2 of 
Nixon's new economic policy. 
The Cost of Living Council 
could announce today what in­ 
dustries will he covered during 
the extended controls, and the 
Price Commission is expected 
to announce its standards by 
the end of the week 
The post-freeze wage rules 
were approved 10-5 with labor 
voting against and industry and 
public members in favor.

In Belfast

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(U P I)—Nearly 1,000 British 
troops swept through Roman 
Catholic areas of Belfast today 
rounding up security suspects, 
guns, explosives and a large 
quantity of ammunition, army 
spokesmen said. 
Many of the 38 persons seized 
were on the army’s wanted list 
of Irish Republican Army (IRA) 
suspects, a spokesman said. 
The army blames the IRA for 
much of the violence in the six 
northern counties called Ulster. 
Gunmen fired on British sol­ 
diers in Belfast and members 
of the Ulster Defense Regiment 
on a freeway outside the North­ 
ern Ireland capital. 
No casualties were reported, 
’the spokesmen said. 
Fire from an incendiary 
bomb planted by two gunmen 
swept through a wholesale fur­ 
niture store in central Belfast. 
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TRACY (UPI)-State prisons 
chief Raymond Procunier has 
suggested California try a pilot 
program to evaluate the “ mini” 
prison idea suggested in a re­ 
cent federally financed study of 
California’s penal system. 
Procunier advocated the test 
during Monday’s special meet­ 
ing of the state Board of Cor­ 
rections at Deuel Vocational 
Institute south of here.

ATHENS fUPI)—The Greek 
military regime has decided to 
release Aristotle Onassis from 
a $600 million contract calling 
for establishment of a huge 
industrial complex in return for 
an oil refinery concession.

Quang Tri 
B52 Sortie 
1st In Year 


SAIGON (UPI) -Waves of 
Air Force B52 bombers swept 
in to smash Communist antiair­ 
craft positions and supply bunk­ 
ers just seven miles south of 
the main headquarters for the 
demilitarized zone (DMZ) de­ 
fense line at Quang Tri city 
today. 


It was the first time in at 
least one year the eight-engine 
bombers had flown strikes in 
the rolling, sparsely jungled 
foothills of the Annamite Moun­ 
tains overlooking the northern 
coastal plain and Highway 1, 
the main north-south traffic ar­ 
tery below the DMZ. 
Spokesmen said two waves of 
B52s—at least six warplanes— 
dropped about 180 tons of 
bombs on the guerrilla posi­ 
tions, about one mile apart and 
roughly five miles east of the 
highway. 


The targets were listed ini­ 
tially as “ about 10 supply bunk­ 
ers in each location,” but 
spokesmen later said allied hel­ 
icopters had reported taking 
antiaircraft fire from the area 
in the past several days. 
The site was seven miles 
south of Quang Tri Combat 
Base which overlooks the major 
land connection between Quanz 
Tri, headquarters of the South 
Vietnamese 1st Division.

AMCHITKA, Alaska (UPI) — 
The land immediately above 
the site of the most powerful 
U.S. underground nuclear test 
in history collapsed Monday 
into a huge crater. The collapse 
was caused by shift of earth 
that registered 5 on the Richter 
Scale. 


Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEC) spokesman Dave Jack­ 
son said the ground movement 
which occurred 38 hours after 
Saturday’s blast 5,975 feet be­ 
low had been expected. The 
five-megaton explosion formed 
an 800-foot diameter cavity 
more than one-mile below the 
ground’s surface. 


“ No radiation escaped,” 
Johnson said. “ But when the 
cavity cooled and pressure in­ 
side it decreased, the earth 
above it collapsed and filled the 
cavity.” 


There was some seismic ac­ 
tivity at the site until the col­ 
lapse, then it ceased, he said. 


Two dead seals and two dead 
sea otters were found Monday, 
Jackson said, adding that all 
the animals had sustained in­ 
ternal injuries. 


Thirteen dead birds of var­ 
ious species were found, he 
said, but none were of species 
considered endangered. 
‘“One Peregrine Falcon nest 
and five eagle nests were de­ 
stroyed, but of course the birds 
are not nesting at this time of 
year,” Jackson said. 
He said several hundred rock 
greenling fish, which live in 
kelp beds along Amchitka’s 
shoreline, were found dead as 
were a large number of three 
spine stickleback fish, a non­ 
game fish living in lakes on 
Amchitka. 


U.N. Debate 
Postponed 
By Egypt

per Al Ahram said today Egypt 
has decided to postpone for two 
weeks the U.N. General Assem­ 
bly Middle East debate to give 
four African leaders more time 
to complete a peace mission. 
The four statesmen left Cairo 
Monday after a week of talks in 
Israel and Egypt but promised 
to return after next week for 
more discussions. 
The four leaders—Presidents 
I^eopold Senghor of Senegal and 
Ahmado Ahidjou of Cameroon, 
and Gen. Yakubu Gowon of 
Nigeria and Gen. Joseph Mobu­ 
tu of Zaire (Congo)—have de­ 
scribed their mission as a “ last 
chance” to reach a peaceful 
solution in the Arab-Israeli con­ 
flict. 
Al Ahram today said that in 
order not to hinder this mission, 
Egypt decided to postpone the 
U.N. debate for two weeks. 
The 
newspaper also an­ 
nounced a change in the Afri­ 
cans’ travel plans. The four 
were scheduled to return to the 
Middle East next week for a 
second round of talks. But they 
now plan to travel to Israel on 
Nov. 20 and to Cairo Nov. 22. 
The statesmen indicated they 
would submit “ definite ideas1’ 
to both sides and a series of 
questions to Israel, Al Ahram 
said.

Castro To Chile 


SANTIAGO (UPI) — Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro probably 
will travel the length and 
breadth of Chile during his visit 
here beginning tomorrow, diplo­ 
matic spokesmen said today. 
His tour will include visits to 
two American-owned copper 
mines nationalized by Chile. 
In addition to Santiago and 
the cities of Antofagasta, Val­ 
paraiso and Concepcion, he will 
fly to Punta Arenas, the south­ 
ernmost city of the country 
1,500 miles south of the capital. 


Other scheduled stops during 
Castro’s first visit outside Cuba 
in seven years include the na­ 
tionalized Chuquicamata and El 
Salvador, copper mines in 
northern Chile. 


Top Attraction 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon, still not officially a 
candidate for reelection, will be 
the top attraction tonight at a 
GOP fund raising effort de­ 
signed to drum up $5 million for 
the 1972 campaign. 
In the space of a few hours 
this evening, Nixon will speak 
to a $500-a-plate dinner in New 
York, then hop a plane to Chi­ 
cago to repeat his performance 
before a sim ilar gathering 
there. 
In each case the appearances 
will be linked by closed circuit 
television to a total of 18 other 
such $500-a-head events. The 
Republican Party officially has 
not said how much it expected 
to raise but White House sources 
said the expected return would 
be $5 million — to be divided 
evenly between state candi­ 
dates and the presidential tick­ 
et next year. 


Arms Crackdown 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — State 
Department officials have or­ 
dered canceled $3.6 million in 
export licenses to shut off ship­ 
ments of military supplies to 
Pakistan that have continued 
despite an embargo imposed in 
April. 
The embargo, ordered in the 
spring, excluded exports that 
already were in the “ pipeline” 
and actually in the process of 
being shipped. Some members 
of Congress strongly criticized 
this ruling, arguing the admin­ 
istration was taking the side of 
the Pakistani government in 
the Central Regime’s quarrel 
with East Pakistani separatists. 
Charles W. Bray, a State 
Department spokesman, said 
the Monday order cancelling 
export licenses did not apply to 
$160,000 worth of spare parts 
which were aboard ship in New 
York awaiting shipment to Pak­ 
istan.

Consumer Bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI> - A 
strong consumer protection bill 
that would crack down on de 
ceptive advertising and sales 
practices and make product 
warranties more honest was 
passed by the Senate yesterday. 
The senate approved the bill 
76 to 2 after defeating by 57 to 
24 a Republican-led attempt to 
amend the legislation to re­ 
move a provision that would 
allow the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission (FTC) to get quick in­ 
junctions to stop deceptive ads 
or sales schemes while a case 
is decided in court. 
Present law allows the prac­ 
tices to continue until a case is 
decided. This process often 
takes years. 
The Senate bill was sent to 
the House. It was considered 
unlikely the House would act on 
the legislation before next year. 


Base Operation 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
Communist Chinese set up their 
first base of operations on U.S.

tial campaign—Sens. Hubert 
Humphrey and Edmund S. Mu- 
skie -officially opened the 1972 
race in Northern California 
Monday night by pleading for 
party unity and attacking Pres­ 
ident Nixon. 
Muskie and Humphrey, both 
unannounced candidates for the 
1972 presidential nomination, 
spoke to some 500 persons, in­ 
cluding California’s top Demo­ 
cratic leaders, at a $l(>0-a-plate 
dinner sponsored by the North­ 
ern California State Central 
Committee. 
Muskie, the Maine senator 
who is his party’s frontrunner 
for the nomination, warned that 
any attempt to create a fourth 
party would result in “ a stun­ 
ning defeat” for the Democrats. 


“ As Democrats, the things 
that unite us are so much 
stronger than the things that 
divide us,” Muskie said. “ Sure­ 
ly, then, we can make our party 
safe for diversity.” 
Humphrey, the former vice 
president who won reelection to 
the Senate from Minnesota, 
called on “ everyone in the par­ 
ty to understand that you can 
have competition without con­ 
frontation.” 
Two announced candidates 
for the party’s nomination— 
Sens. Fred Harris of Oklahoma 
and George McGovern of South 
Dakota—had been invited to the 
affair, which was billed as a 
“ Presidential Dinner,” but 
were unable to appear although 
Mrs. McGovern sat in for her 
husband. 
Muskie and Humphrey both 
leveled sharp attacks on Nixon. 
“ The people know that he 
(Nixon) has not measured up to 
the leadership America needs,” 
Muskie said. “ We must be able 
to provide that leadership.” 
Humphrey, who led the Dem­ 
ocratic ticket in 1968, called 
Nixon a “ moving target” and 
said the president has fallen far 
short of his campaign promise 
“ to bring us together.” 
“ There is more division in 
this country tonight than there 
has been in years,” Humphrey 
said. 
Muskie, however, cautioned 
the Democrats not to overem­ 
phasize the economy to the 
exclusion of other foreign and 
domestic issues in the cam­ 
paign. 
“ We need something more 
than economics to run on,” he 
said, listing tax reform, nation­ 
al health insurance, guaranteed 
jobs, equal rights and law and 
order as other “ vital issues” 
the Democrats could “ build a 
coalition for change.”

Although he was asked re­ 
peatedly for White House com­ 
ment on the 5.5 per cent wage 
guideline, Ziegler said he would 
not discuss individual decisions 
of either the Pay Board or the 
Price Commission. 
“ The Cost of Living Council 
will be assessing that to deter­ 
mine whether it meets the goals 
(of the administration’s effort to 
curb inflation),” Ziegler said. 
Ziegler offered this general 
assessment: “ We’re optimistic. 
We feel that progress is being 
made toward price stability and 
toward reducing inflation.” 
Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield declined exten­ 
sive comment on the pay 
board’s guideline but said that 
he thought there was “ a moral 
obligation” to honor teacher 
contracts that were signed ]?st 
spring, well in advance of the 
wage-price freeze. 
Judge George H. Boldt, chair­ 
man of the Pay Board, said his 
group will “ abide by anything 
Congress provides and we will 
do that if and when it becomes 
law.” 
But Boldt insisted that the 
settlement was “ equitable and 
fair to all, requiring almost 
every American to make some 
sacrifice as any control pro­ 
gram must do.” 
The rules approved by the 
Pay Board cover these areas: 
—New contracts: Wage and 
fringe benefit increases should 
approximate 5.5 per cent. This 
yardstick will be reviewed by 
the Pay Board and might be 
scaled down if the economy 
moves toward Nixon’s goal of 
cutting inflation in half by the 
end of next year. 
—Existing contracts: 
In­ 
creases negotiated in contracts 
signed before or during the 
frieze may take effect after the 
freeze Is lifted provided they 
are not “ unreasonably incon­ 
sistent” with the Board’s infla­ 
tion-fighting goals. A “ party at 
interest” or five Pay Board 
members may challenge these 
increases if they are thought to 
be out of line. 
—Retroactivity: In general, 
these increases will not be ap­ 
proved. But the board said it 
might consider awarding retro­ 
active wages if a company 
raised its prices before the 
freeze in anticipation of having 
to boost its wages later on. 
Back pay also could be col­ 
lected in the case of a new 
contract signed after the freeze 
to replace an earlier pact 
where the industry or company 
could prove it was traditional to 
pay the higher wages back to 
the date when thv* previous 
contract expired.

fied by the county board of 
supervisors, which will consider 
the matter in about a month, 
according to Werner von Gun- 
dell, county planning director. 


Among the many concerns 
expressed by residents was 
that planners in the past have 
refused to accept the rustic, 
lightly populated communities 
as they are — viewing them 
instead as recreational centers. 


“ We like the area the way it 
is,” one woman told the com­ 
mission. “ We want the least 
development possible.” 
The 1961 plan envisioned the 
two communities as someday- 
developing to a population of 
about 20,(XX), being linked to the 
rest of the Bay Area by a 
freeway, and each having a 
major shopping-recreational 
center. 


“ Times, attitudes and values 
have changed since this plan 
was 
adopted,” said Hugh 
Dougherty, former chairman of 
the planning commission. “ It’s 
obsolete.. .there’s a number of 
things 
wrong with it. 
It 
wouldn’t make much sense to 
try to patch it up.” 


Dougherty, who lives in Stin­ 
son Beach, urged the commis­ 
sion to reevaluate the needs of 
the communities on the recom­ 
mendations of the residents 
who repeatedly expressed no 
interest in growth. 


Proctor P. Jones, also of Stin­ 
son Beach, told the commission 
a general plan for the area 
should not propose a population 
greater than 5,000 persons — an 
increase of 3.600 over last 
year’s census. 


At his prompting, nearly ev­ 
ery member of the audience 
raised a hand to signify opposi­ 
tion to the 1961 plan — thus 
opposition to growth and new 
development. 
Bolinas resident Lewis Maca­ 
dams said Tuesday's elections 
showed residents opposed to 
new growth since winning 
candidates all had taken posi­ 
tions against contracting for 
more domestic water which 
would have encouraged growth. 
He urged that the next plan 
consider agriculture and com­ 
mercial fishing as sources of 
revenue to the towns, as op­ 
posed to tourism, which, he 
claimed, was catered to the old 
plan. 
“ The recreational classifica­ 
tion goes to the essence of the 
problem,” said conservationist 
Robert Tartaul of Stinson 
Beach. “ This area has val­ 
ues. . .that are unique and im­ 
portant of themselves,’'he con­ 
tinued, adding the communities 
must not be planned for their 
commercial value. 
Others agreed and added that 
the proposed prelim inary 
countywide plan — which calls 
for a Bolinas-Stinson Beach 
population of about 18,000 — 
also falls short of their hopes of 
keeping the communities as 
they are. 
Several urged the county 
planning staff to work with 
community groups to develop a 
plan acceptable to all. 
In making her motion to res­ 
cind the plan, Mrs. Azevedo 
warned against the “ sense of 
proprietorship” she felt from 
some residents’ comments 
about the natural amenities of 
the area, such as Bolinas La­ 
goon. 
“ .. .1 hope you will listen to 
the rest of the county and open 
your hearts.. 
she added. 
Prior to the matter being 
referred to the board of super­ 
visors, details of the interim 
ordinance will be reviewed by 
the commission at its Nov. 29 
meeting.

Angela 
'Has No 
Glaucoma' 


Marin County’s chief medical 
officer said today that while 
Angela Davis is extremely 
nearsighted, he found nothing 
in reports of her eye examina­ 
tion to indicate she has glau­ 
coma. 
In Europe last week, Fania 
Jordan, Miss Davis's sister, 
said she feared her sister had 
contracted glaucoma and was 
in danger of losing her sight. 
Dr. Donovan O. Cooke, di­ 
rector of county medical serv­ 
ices, said today that Miss Davis 
has been examined several 
times in her jail cell by I)r. 
Ernest Marshall, an Oakland 
ophthalomogist “ of her choos­ 
ing.” 
Dr. Cooke said that he had 
reviewed Dr. Marshall’s report 
and found “ nothing disturbing” 
in them. He added that Miss 
Davis has received new glasses 
twice since she has been in jail 
and that with the prescription 
lenses, her vision is normal. He 
also said that she has “ some 
pressure” in her eyes, but only 
enough to indicate she should 
he rechecked from time to 
lime. 
Miss Davis is due to return to 
Marin Superior Court tomorrow 
on a challenge to an order that 
her murder, kidnaping and con­ 
spiracy trial lie moved to Santa 
Clara County. 
Her attorneys have claimed 
that she can only receive a fair 
trial in San Francisco. Judge 
Richard E. Araason has agreed 
to reopen the matter in tomor­ 
row's hearing.

approved by the city council in 
1968. 
Both he and Councilman Al­ 
bert H. Sennett tried to show 
that the developer, the Tiburon 
Ecumenical Association, could 
decrease project costs in some 
way and thus reduce the num­ 
ber of units needed to make the 
project financially feasible. 


But housing consultant E. 
Morton Schaffran maintained, 
as he had at previous meetings, 
that 112 are needed. 
Tempers flared briefly at one 
point when Schaffran, under 
Fanning's questioning, said his 
fee for work on the project, 
estimated at $26,000, depended 
on the size of the development. 


“ If I were on that side I’d be 
trying’ to get the number of 
units up, too.” Fanning re­ 
marked, bringing objections 
from Schaffran. 
After questions on some of 
the physical aspects of the 
project. Fanning denied allega­ 
tions he was a “ racist and 
social bigot" and moved to hire 
a consultant to check Schaf- 
fran’s figures to determine if 
112 units — 33 three-bedroom 
and 13 four-bedroom units — 
were really needed. 


Rice seconded his motion. He 
said he had nagging doubts 
about the number of larger 
units but not the total number. 
Councilmen Anne L. Ellin- 
wood and M. Carlisle Becker 
said they flatly opposed the 
delay, and Sennett said he 
couldn't support an “ open-end­ 
ed” motion which did not speci­ 
fy how much the study would 
cost and when it was to lie 
completed. 
After some audience debate, 
the motion was rejected, 3-2, 
with only Fanning and Rice 
supporting it. 
After Becker moved approval 
of the precise plans, seconded 
by Miss Ellinwood, discussion 
shifted to the merits of the 
project, with some speakers 
criticizing the development for 
its density — 14 units per acre 
— and others praising it for 
providing housing for moderate 
income families. 
Finally, almost three hours 
after the hearing opened, May­ 
or Rice announced he would 
vote for the proposal even 
though he had doubts, the roll 
was called and the motion car­ 
ried, 4-1. 
Also last nighl, the council 
heard a report on the proposed 
Paradise Drive Walkway and 
referred the matter to the coun­ 
cil’s lands and development 
committee and adjourned to 
7:30 p.m. next Monday to take 
up undiscussed items from last 
night’s agenda.

preme Court let stand a doci 


m o m by the 5th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals that the refus­ 
al of Pan American World Air­ 
ways to hire a male as a flight 
attendant was a civil rights 
violation. 
The Court took these other 
actions: 
—Refused to review a ruling 
that Thomas G. Jolley, a 
27-year-old draft dodger who 
renounced his American citi­ 
zenship, is now a man without a 
country as far as the United 
States is concerned. Jolley, a 
native of Greensboro, N.C., for­ 
mally executed an oath giving 
up his citizenship after taking 
refuge from the draft in Cana­ 
da. He returned to the United 
States in 1968 and sought to 
regain his citizenship. The 
Court refusal to hear his ease 
lets stand an immigration serv­ 
ice order that he either leave 
the country within 90 days or ihi 
deported to Canada. 
—Agreed to hear a govern­ 
ment appeal that rulings by two 
lower courts have opened huge 
loopholes in the tax laws to the 
benefit of heirs of the wealthy. 
The ease involving the estate of 
an Ohio businessman who died 
in 1964 and left controlling 
shares in three corporations in 
trust to his children will be 
argued later this term with the 
Court handing down a written 
decision later. 
—Again refused to consider 
whether to make retroactive a 
1969 ruling that military’ person 
nel who commit nonservice- 
related crimes must be tried in 
civilian courts. Without com­ 
ment, the Court dismissed the 
appeal of Army M.Sgt. Gerald 
Y. Allen who was convicted by’ 
court-martial of assault while 
stationed in Hawaii. 
—Let stand a decision that 
the Seattle Times was entitled 
to publish certain aspects of a 
1970 murder trial even though 
the Everett. Wash., trial judge 
had ruled to the contrary. The 
Washington state supreme 
court had thrown out contempt 
findings against two reporters 
for the newspaper. 
The woman who brought the 
pension case to the courts was 
Ann Bartmess of South Bend, 
Ind., who was forced to retire 
at Drewry’s Brewery on her 
62nd birthday under terms of a 
pension plan negotiated by her 
union. Male employes were al­ 
lowed to continue working until 
age 65. 
She first complained to the 
Equal Employment Opportuni­ 
ties Commission (EEOC) four 
months before her scheduled 
retirement date, and when giv­ 
en the go-ahead by the EEOC 
two years later, sued the com­ 
pany and the union, local 275 of 
the United Brewery, Flour, Cer­ 
eal, Soft Drink and Distillery 
Workers of America. 
The U.S. District Court at 
South Bend dismissed her suit 
on technical grounds —a deci­ 
sion the appeals court reversed 
in its ruling. The company and 
the union appealed to the Su­ 
preme Court, arguing that the 
appeals court decision would 
have “ substantial, if not disas­ 
trous’’ financial consequences 
for “ a host of other companies 
and unions” that have retire­ 
ment plans differentiating be­ 
tween men and women. 
The Supreme Court also re­ 
fused today to consider whether 
there is public confusion be­ 
tween the Miss America chosen 
at Atlantic City each year and a 
gradeschool queen called Little 
Miss America crowned at a 
nearby amusement park. 
The Court s action lets stand 
a lower court ruling favoring 
the big girls over the little 
girls in a trademark scrap be 
tween promoters of the two 
beauty pageants. 
Palisades Pageants, Inc., be­ 
gan running annual beauty con­ 
tests for little girls between the 
ages of 5 and 10 at the Pali­ 
sades, N.J., amusement park in 
1963. When it sought to register 
its “ Little Miss America” name 
with the government in 1906, 
however, promoters of the Miss 
America pageant protested 
there would he too much confu­ 
sion with its competition for 
girls 18 to 28 that has been 
going on since 1921.

Flood Curb 
Proposal 
Is Approved 


A $1.14 million master plan to 
curb flooding was approved last 
night by the Santa Venetia 
Flood Control Zone Advisory 
Board. 


The long-range plan calls for 
a levee system along Gallinas 
(’reek, a piping system and a 
network of pumping stations, 
according to Lewis E. Freder- 
iekson, assistant flood control 
engineer for Marin County. 


He said the plan, when fully 
implemented, would shield 
homes in the area from the 
worst flood that could be ex­ 
pected in a 50-year period. He 
said fewer than 500 honies are 
in the area covered by the plan. 


He saidabout $815,000 would 
be spent on correcting existing 
problems while another $328,000 
will lie needed more than 20 
years from now to deal with 
complications caused by houses 
settling on filled bay mud they 
are built on. 
Implementation of the plan 
would require approval by the 
Marin County Board of Supervi­ 
sors sitting as the Marin County 
Flood Control District board.

Marin College Problem: 
The 'Hidden 3 ,000' 


Last Ju ne. Marin’s eight pu b­ 
lic high schools plu s 
Marin 
Catholic High School gradu ated 
a total of 3,038 seniors. The 
prev iou s y ear’s gradu ating to­ 
tal was v irtu ally the same. 
Abou t one-half of these grad­ 
u ates enroll in College of Ma­ 
rin, which is a two-y ear school. 
When 
College 
of 
M arin 
classes opened this fall, enroll­ 
ment was reported at 5,506, 
plu s abou t 450 designated as 
attending Indian Valley Col­ 
leges, 
a ‘‘school within a 
school.” The prev iou s fall’s en­ 
rollment was 6,062. 
IT WOULD TAKE the entire 
gradu ating classes of all of 
M arin's pu blic high schools 
plu s Marin Catholic for two 
y ears to equ al the enrollment 
at College of Marin. Yet only 
half of them enter that college 
— and not all of those retu rn 
for a second y ear. 
Where do the o ther 3 ,0 0 0 
co me fro m? 
• This qu estion — to which it is 
impossible to get a definite 
answer — is at the heart of 
many of the college district's 
difficu lties. It is a qu estion that 
perhaps need not to hav e been 
answered if v oters on Nov . 2 
had approv ed a $16,750,000 for 
ex panding College of Marin and 
bu ilding Indian Valley Colleges. 
Bu t since they did not, the 
answer needs to be fou nd. 
There are v ariou s categories 
into which these ‘“hidden 3,000” 
stu dents may fall. 
Some of them, no dou bt, are 
.retu rning stu dents who went 
into the military or into jobs on 
gradu ating from high school 
and decide later to come back 
for more edu cation. 
Some are stu dents from ou t­ 
side the college district. Bu t 
College of Marin was tou gh­ 
ened its admission ru les for 
these. As of Au g. 31, Dean of 
Stu dents Iwin P. Diamond re­ 
ported only 46 “ foreign” stu ­ 
dents accepted for this fall. 


AFFAIRS OF STATE 


Most of them are what the 
college calls “ non-matricu lat- 
od” stu dents. This means that 
they are not enrolled as fu ll­ 
time stu dents, getting th eir 
first two y ears bey ond high 
school on the local campu s. 
Most of these “non-matricu - 
la te d ” stu dents are adu lts. 
Some are high school dropou ts 
signed 
u p 
for 
v ocational 
cou rses. 


WHEN MARIN JUNIOR Col­ 
lege District was set u p, it was 
giv en two pu rposes: First, to 
prov ide two y ears of academic 
edu cation bey ond high school, 
leading to an associate in arts 
degree and/or transfer to the 
u pper div ision of a fou r-y ear 
college or u niv ersity . Second, 
to prov ide v ocational training 
for high school gradu ates who 
were aiming for the job field 
and did not want fu rther aca­ 
demic schooling. 
It has done the first job well; 
the second, not so well. Bu t 
along the way , it has giv en 
itself a lot of other jobs which 
were not in its original assign­ 
ment. 
These inclu de the wider as­ 
sortment of adu lt classes, and 
at the other ex treme, a nu rsery 
school. They also inclu de an 
ev en wider assortment of what 
the school people like to.call 
“enrichment” cou rses, which 
do not fill requ irements for 
either an A.A. degree or trans­ 
fer to a fou r-y ear institu tion. 


ALMOST ALL OF THESE 
are no dou bt desirable. Bu t few 
if any of them are necessary . 
And they accou nt for the “hid­ 
den 3,000” stu dents. 
Since the v oters hav e said 
“no” to bu ilding a second cam­ 
pu s, the job for Marin Commu ­ 
nity College District tru stees 
appears now to be to ex amine 
these “fringe benefits” and de­ 
cide where to redu ce or elimi­ 
nate them, so the college can 
do the job it was set u p to do.

For Tax Law Loopholes

SACRAMENTO (Capitol) — A stu dent 
protest mov ement is operating u nder the 
capitol dome. Howev er, u nlike some of 
their campu s contemporaries, these stu ­ 
dents hav e nev er staged a sit-in or taken 
ov er offices. 
They hav e chosen the pen, rather than 
the sword, to fight ‘‘the sy stem .” Re­ 
search data is their ammu nition and the 
news release is their weapon. 
Their target is California’s tax sy stem. 
THE 
MOVEMENT 
is 
known 
as 
“ Project Loophole.” Brainchild of Robert 
Holmes, chief consu ltant for the Demo­ 
cratic Cau cu s, it is sponsored by Sen. 
Merv y n Dy maliy , Democrat from the 
Watts section of Los Angeles. 
Unofficially , the stu dents call them­ 
selv es “ Merv ’s M arau ders” — Califor­ 
nia's answer to “N ader’s Raiders.” 
They are probing the state’s tax laws 
to pin-point inequ ities and loopholes. 
They hope the spotlight of pu blicity will 
resu lt in correction of these by the

legislatu re or, if necessary , by the peo­ 
ple. 
Loophole was lau nched last su mmer 
after an employ ee of the Democratic 
Cau cu s broke the news Gov . Ronald 
Reagan paid no state income tax this 
y ear. M em bers of the stu dent task 
corce were recru ited primarily throu gh 
stories in college nev /spapers. 
Once an area of stu dy is selected, a 
“ M arau der” is pretty mu ch on his own. 
Once a week the members get together to 
pool knowledge and ex change ideas. 
Volu nteers, their only “salary ” is 95 
cents a month — and that is giv en only so 
they can be inclu ded u nder an insu rance 
program. 
They u se the Democratic Cau cu s room 
on the first floor of the capitol as their 
headqu arters and maintain an office in a 
downtown Sacramento bu ilding. 
THERE ARE 19 MARAUDERS, rang­ 
ing in age from 19 y ears u p. Jean Ogrod, 
29, is a recent gradu ate of Stanford with 
a m aster's degree in political science. 
Gary Kane, 28 , is legal cou nsel for the 
Sacram ento R edev elopm ent Agency . 
Clarence Williams, 24. is an instru ctor in 
criminal ju stice at Sacramento State 
College. Most other members of the 
project are gradu ate or u ndergradu ate 
stu dents at Sacramento State College or 
Univ ersity of California, Dav is. 
Some members of the task force are 
receiv ing college credit for their work in 
the project. A schedu le of hou rs to be 
worked at the capitol is adopted to meet 
cou rse requ irements. 
The loophole probe was originally de­ 
signed as a su mmer-only program. Bu t 
here it is Nov ember and it’s still going 
strong. No one really knows when it will 
end — if ev er. In October the grou p 
annou nced it had fou nd “so many inequ i­ 
ties” that it is continu ing its probe. 
They report they hav e encou ntered no 
real barriers in getting information they 
need from v aiiou s state agencies. 
Some of the inequ ities they hav e u ncov ­ 
ered in their stu dies will be the su bject of 
tomorrow’s article.

Strange Disposal 
Of Pair Of Sofas 


With regard to the disposal of two sofas 
by the San Anseimo City Cou ncil (see 
story “ Real Stink Ov er a Pair of Sofas.”

Since permission to remov e the 
sofas had been v oted on at the prev iou s 
meeting, I was cu riou s as to how the 
cou ncil cou ld now be awarding bids 
especially since they had not met in the 
m eanwhile. . . 
I was fu rther told that a bid of $2 was 
receiv ed throu gh the mail and my name 
on it. Since only the city hall “in” people 
cou ld know of any adv ertisement u nder 
the abov e circu mstances, I can only 
conclu de that the pu rpose of this frau d 
was a fu rther attempt to harass and 
embarrass a qu estioning citizen — and 
that it was made by someone priv y to 
this rather ex clu siv e (certainly not pu b­ 
lic.) knowledge of adv ertisement. 
I was not permitted to make a bid from 
the floor, nor was another lady . 
My pu rpose in bidding was to giv e the 
sofas back to the people of San Anseimo 
u ntil su ch time as sim ilar seating cou ld 
be prov ided in the park at no ex pense to 
the tax pay er. Since Mr. Reed and Mr. 
Anderson were elected 3Vi> y ears ago, the 
park bu dget has escalated from $23,160 
for ail parks to $145,931 ($51,701 for 
Robson Park alone) this y ear.

Large Response 
Against Gerrymander 


On behalf oi the hu rriedly formed ad 
hoc committee of “ Nonpartisan Citizens 
Against Gerry mandering,” I want to 
thank each and ev ery one of the persons 
who responded to the fu ll-page ad in the 
Independent Jou rnal on Oct. 23, asking 
for su pport against the then-pending pro­ 
posal to gerry m ander Marin Cou nty by 
splitting it into two fragments. Well ov er 
200 signed cou pons from the ad had been 
receiv ed by the Senate Committee on 
Elections and Reapportionment by Tu es­ 
day morning in Sacramento (Monday 
being a holiday withou t mail). Additional 
cou pons flooded in after that time. Other 
citizens were prov oked by the ad to write 
letters to the committee, protesting the 
proposed gerry mander. One telegram 
went ou t on Monday morning with the 
manes of ov er 50 prominent Democrats 
protesting the measu re. By the end of the 
week, 2.1 readers had also responded to 
the requ est to help u nderwrite the cost of 
the ad. 
The ev idence of an arou sed pu blic 
which was thu s presented to the Senate 
committee, combined with other commu ­ 
nications and efforts made on a biparti­ 
san basis, all helped to stall the progress 
of the proposed div ision of Marin . . . 
Becau se of the ex pense factor, it proba­ 
bly is not feasible to fu rther the cam ­ 
paign throu gh additional ads. We hope 
that v oters will continu e, howev er, to 
commu nicate du ring this v ery cru cial 
period with the Senate Committee on 
Elections and Reapportionment, ex press­ 
ing their opposition to any split of Marin, 
and u rging that Marin be kept intact with 
su rrou nding cou nties (su ch as Napa and 
Sonoma) with which it has a close 
commu nity of interest.

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WASHINGTON — This is a highly 
imaginary prev iew of one stage of tin* 
talks President Nix on will hav e in Janu ­ 
ary in Peking with Chairman Mao Tse 
tu ng. Politely enou gh, they hav e cov ered 
relativ ely noneontrov ersial issu es su ch as 
trade and cu ltu ral ex changes. Then 
abru ptly Chairman Mao lev els with the 
following: 
“ Mr. President, we know that y ou hav e 
had for a considerable time a large 
military establishment on tin* island of 
Taiwan, which is a prov ince of China. 
You r Sev enth Fleet patrols the Straits of 
Taiwan. 
“Now another well-au thenticated re­ 
port comes to u s. That is that nu clear 
weapons are in place on Taiwan. This is, 
in part, nu clear deploy ment remov ed 
from Okinawa in accord with y ou r treaty 
with Japan for the rev ersion of that 
island to Japan. We are v ery distu rbed 
by this report.” 


W HETHER THE PRESID EN T can 
look Chairman Mao squ are in the ey e 
and deny the report is the qu estion. 'Hie 
location of American nu clear weapons is 
the top secret that to many critics of 
secrecy in Congress fru strates all efforts 
to restrain defense spending. More im­ 
portant. those in the know believ e the 
widespread dispersal of these weapons 
greatly increases the risk of a nu clear 
accident. 


On Sept. 8 Sen. Stu art Sy mington made 
a brief speech on the Senate floor that he 
had billed as the most important of his 
career. His colleagu es on the foreign 
relations and arm ed serv ices committees 
were somewhat my stified, since in rais­ 
ing the qu estion of whether the Okinawa 
missiles had been mov ed to Taiwan he 
failed to su pply an answer. Sy mington 
had become a member of the Joint 
Atmoic Energy Committee, discov ering 
that he learned there more abou t nu clear 
weaponry than in 18 y ears on the other 
committees. 
He pu t in the record a story from the 
Washington Post say ing that the Penta­ 
gon was pressing strongly for mov ing 
some of the hu ndreds of nu clear weapons 
on Okinawa to Taiwan. This wou ld add, 
according to the Post accou nt, to the 
store of su ch weapons already on the 
island that has been Chaing Kai-shek's

stronghold since In* fled trom tin* main­ 
land in 1950. 
A LATER NEWS STORY in tin* New 
York Times said Unit plans had been 
killed to mov e tin* Okinawa weapons m 
Taiwan, Sou th Korea and tin* Philippines. 
This wou ld pu t them too close to the 
mainland in v iew of tin* Nix on policy to 
improv e relations with tin* People s R< 
pu blic of China and it was considered 
u nwise. 
This is where the matter rests, with the 
my stery , ou tside tin* closed circle ol a 
few with top-secret clearance, as dense 
as it ev er was. The terms of the treaty 
ju st approv ed by the foreign relations 
committee prov ide that nu clear weapons 
mu st be taken off Okinawa before the 
island rev erts to Japan nex t April. I u dn 
the basic U.S.-Japan treaty the “NUCS” 
cannot be stored on Japanese territory . 
The profou ndly trou bling issu e of tlu * 
emplacement of nu clear weapons and 
secrecy is larger than Taiwan, ev en 
thou gh Taiwan is the key to closer 
relations with mainland China. Former 
Sec. of Defense Robert S. M cNarmara 
once inadv ertently let drop that the 
United States had 7,000 nu clear warheads 
in Eu rope. Since then that nu mber is 
believ ed to hav e greatly increased, and 
they are many , many times more power- 
fu r than the first atomic tom b dropped 
on Hiroshima. 
MORE THAN 20 COUNTRIES in v ar­ 
iou s parts of the world hav e American 
nu clear weapons, either deploy ed or in 
reserv e. Strange things hav e happened 
behind the nu clear cu rtain. In one cou n­ 
try the head of state sent word that he 
meant to take ov er the weapons. A 
terrific flap ensu ed u ntil he was qu ieted 
down with promises of v ariou s forms of 
largesse. 
In many instances only the American 
pu blic is kept in the dark. When nu clear 
missiles were emplaced in Tu rkey it was, 
as in all su ch situ ations, top secret. Bu t 
there were 8 ,000 Tu rkish employ es on the 
American missile bases and to assu me 
they did not know the facts was to 
assu me that they were deaf, du mb and 
blind. 
The handfu l of men priv y to these 
secrets control the destiny of peoples 
ev ery where. It is an oppressiv e bu rden 
on a theoretically free world.

Pakistan Refugee Tragedy 


Adds Threat Of New W ar

India say s the nu mber of refu gees 
crowding across her borders from East 
Pakistan now totals 9 .5 million. 
Pakistan say s it is no more than two 
million. 
Whether it is two or nine, the pictu re of 
hu man su ffering it creates is greater 
than the inind can grasp u nless the whole 
is redu ced to its sm allest nu mber in the 
figu re of a cry ing child or a family in 
whose faces the lines of su ffering reflect 
m an’s inhu manity to man. 
NEITHER PAKISTAN nor India can 
hold itself wholly blameless as the possi­ 
bility of war between them mou nts and 
as each attem pts to shift to the other 
responsibility for this massiv e tragedy 
whose final toll m ay ev en su rpass the 
million liv es lost in the crossmigration of 
17 million Hindu s and Moslems between 
India and Pakistan in 1947. 
India’s sy mpathies clearly hav e been 
with the fighters for Bangla Desh, an 
independent East Pakistan. 
She has giv en East Pakistan gu errilla 
fighters shelter, training and arms. 
On the other hand there is Pakistan, 
whose leaders, based in West Pakistan,

He has appealed to U.N. Secretary 
General Thant to mediate between the 
two cou ntries and has su ggested that 
U.N. observ ers be placed on both sides of 
the India-Pakistan border to su perv ise a 
mu tu al withdrawal of forces. 


On her side, India Prime Minister Mrs. 
Indira Gandhi has declared the hu ge flow 
of East Pakistan refu gees endangers her 
internal secu rity and demands that Paki­ 
stan negotiate a settlement with the 
Awami leagu e, the ou tlawed political 
party which dominates East Pakistan. 


MRS. GANDHI HAS been carry ing her 
side of the story to Western capitals, 
inclu ding London and Washington. 
Mrs. Gandhi has something on her 
side. 
The flood of refu gees has placed an 
intolerable bu rden on India, which al­ 
ready has v ast problems of ov er-popu la­ 
tion and mass pov erty of its own. 
Most of the refu gees are Hindu whose 
retu rn is u nwanted by the Pakistan 
gov ernment bu t who in any ev ent wou ld 
not retu rn u nder present conditions of 
terror. 


MILITARILY, THE SITUATION lines 
u p Commu nist China and the Sov iet 
Union against each other. 
A friendship pact links India with the 
Sov iet Union and a stream of Ru ssian 
v isitors to India in recent day s su ggests 
that Sov iet aid in case of war has been 
one of the su bjects. No su ch pact links 
Pakistan and Commu nist China, bu t the 
Chinese hav e issu ed stern w arnings 
against ou tside interference in the dis­ 
pu te. 
At the moment, the m ilitary edge 
seems to rest with India. India is almost 
self-su fficient in arm s and has the larger 
army . Pakistan has a hodge-podge arse­ 
nal whose weapons come from the United 
States, Commu nist China and France. 
With East and West Pakistan div ided by 
1,000 miles of India, she faces an almost 
impossible su pply problem in the East.

Petaluma Citizen Committees 
Not Cowed By Professionals 


Professional planners are 
lurking again in Petaluma, but 
perhaps this time the study will 
result in a “ people's plan." 
Six study committees with as 
many as 10 members each are 
threshing out various sections 
of the proposed environmental 
design plan prepared by profes­ 
sional planners William and 
Mocine of San Francisco. In­ 
stead of simple rubber stamp­ 
ing ideas presented by the pro­ 
fessionals, the citizens appear 
to be doing some independent 
thinking and planning. 
Like some educators, plan­ 
ners can sometimes overwhelm 
ordinary citizens with fancy 
planning words and 10-word 
phrases that could be easily 
simplified. The self-confidence 
of planners, along with the fan­ 
cy phrasing, has been knowm to 
buffalo citizen groups, but re­ 
ports indicate the study com­ 
mittees have been thorough 
about looking at the planners’ 
recommendations and are not 
shy about criticism. 
IN SOME CASES it appears 
the whole concept by the plan­ 
ners may be scrapped and re­ 
placed by what the citizens 
have devised. A more practical 
approach to planning may re­ 
sult with a plan that will be 
more acceptable to the people. 


Rice Farmers 
Had Good Year 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Al­ 
though the ‘ West Coast dock 
strike cost them $1 million, 
California rice farmers re­ 
ceived a near-record return on 
their crop this year, according 
to a top rice official. 
Ray Grelecki, vice president 
and general manager of the 
Farm ers Rice Cooperative 
(FRC), said Thursday that 
member growers received an 
average of $5.11 per hundred­ 
weight this year. 
He told the annual stockhold­ 
ers meeting that this year’s 
return was higher than any of 
the past seven years with the 
exception of 1969 when farmers 
received $5.25 due to large ear­ 
ly export orders. FRC repre­ 
sents 30 per cent of the rice 
growers in California. 


In addition to the citizen 
groups come new plans by sev­ 
eral organizations, including 
the Petaluma Chamber of Com­ 
merce and Heritage Homes 
( lub of Petaluma. The cham­ 
ber’s downtown revitalization 
plan, which includes the abol- 
ishment of most parking me­ 
ters, will have to be considered 
and perhaps worked into the 
commercial section of the de­ 
sign plan. 


The Heritage Homes group 
perhaps has the most innova­ 
tive plan being put forth. The 
group recommends the plan in­ 
clude a general design theme 
for the city, utilizing the fine 
old Victorian buildings and at­ 
mosphere. Some members have 
recommended that new build­ 
ings be required to conform 
whenever possible to the old 
style architecture and that his­ 
torically significant buildings 
be pointed out by a special 
drive with signs showing desig­ 
nated sports. While this plan 
may not bring thousands of 
tourists into the city, it could 
make residents more aware of 
their city and its heritage. 
IT IS HOPED, TOO, that the 
people on the committees will 
pay more attention to the need 
for bicycle paths than the plan­ 
ners did in their original pro­ 
posal. It will do no good for 
Petaluma police to get tough 
with youngsters by issuing cita­ 
tions for broken safety rules if 
nothing is done to make the 
streets safer for bicyclists. 
If citizens can do enough orig­ 
inal thinking and get through 
the plan they honestly want, the 
fancy document might do more 
for the city than simply gather 
dust on a shelf.

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Petaluma Eyes 
Sewer Finances 


The Petaluma City Council 
was told last night it could 
finance its share of the sewer 
plant expansion without selling 
bonds, but by juggling city ac­ 
counts and adding to the tax 
rate. 
City Mgr. Robert H Meyer, 
describing a plan devised by 
him and Finance Director Cecil 
G Gealta, told the council the 
city could save as much as 
$500.°00 in future years by not 
selling *Tvtrue bonds or seek­ 
ing voter approval for general 
obligation bonds to fund the 
project. 
Through short-term borrow­ 
ing from other city funds, such 
as $500,000 accumulated in the 
water fund, and with $606,425 
expected to he on hand from 
sewer connection fees by June, 
the city need not sell any bonds 
for the project, he said. 
With the sewer connection 
fees earmarked for new con­ 
struction, Meyer explained, the 
city would Ik1 compelled to in­ 
crease the city tax rate — by 14 
cents per $100 of assessed val­ 
uation — in order to pay off a 
1966 bond issue previously ap­ 
proved for plant expansion. The 
sewer connection fees had been 
set aside for that purpose. 
The total project has been 
estimated to cost $8.794,000, 
with 80 per cent from federal 
and state sources, reducing the 
city share to $1,238,800. Meyer 
said the city has $466,068 need­ 
ed for land acquisition in a 


special account. With a total of 
$606,000 anticipated from sewer 
connection fees, the city then 
would need to borrow only 
$166,307 to fund the project, he 
said, leaving enough cash on 
hand to pay contractors before 
being reimbursed by the state 
and federal governments. 
Besides the water fund, Mey­ 
er said, the city also could 
borrow from money set aside 
for fire department apparatus, 
net equipment purchases or 
$80,000 set aside for an addition 
to the library. Gealta said he 
believed that only the water 
fund need be touched. 
Most councilmen spoke in fa­ 
vor of the plan and said action 
would be taken at next Mon­ 
day’s meeting. 
Earlier, the council heard Er­ 
nest B. Bodnar of the financial 
consulting firm of Stone and 
Youngberg report it would be 
impossible to sell $500.000 in 
revenue bonds for the project. 
Paying off the bonds, he said, 
would increase the sewer serv­ 
ice charge by 20 per cent. He 
said such a boost would not be 
permitted by the federal price 
commission and said he doubt­ 
ed an exemption would be 
granted. 
He recommended that if the 
council chose to go to voters for 
approval on general obligation 
bonds, the election should be 
held Feb. 22 so the city could 
meet a timetable for construc­ 
tion.

We all hav e a lot to learn 
abou t the history of fu rnitu re 
design and the reasons for the 
c ha racteristics that m ak e it 
u niqu e to the period. The deco­ 
rativ e a rts sections of m u ­ 
seu m s, ev en the g reat city 
ones, seem stiff du sty settings 
that tell y ou little abou t life­ 
sty le and giv e no ex planation of 
the origins of a particu lar peri­ 
od. 
So

more edu cational in the home 
fu rnishings arts. 


This fall a line of fu rnitu re is 
being introdu ced by Tomlinson 
of North Carolina. Its design 
inspiration is Chinese as inter­ 
preted by Thomas Chippendale 
in the 175 0 to 1760 period of his 
work . Tomlinson ask ed a y ou ng 
California designer, Hasi Hes­ 
ter, to help them create this 
line, and the resu lt is refresh­ 
ing, thou gh not a low-price tag 
grou p. 


CHIPPENDALE WAS a popu ­ 
lar interior designer in a period 
when the English began a v eri­ 
table lov e affair with China and 
things Chinese. Trading v essels 


Add-A-Square 


and clipper ships helped dev el­ 
op an ex change of ideas be­ 
tween the two worlds and many 
of the Chinese m otifs w ere 
adapted by Chippendale into 
fu rnitu re. Fretwork and su rface 
ornamentation ignited his imag­ 
ination as well as the imagina­ 
tion of other 18 th-centu ry de­ 
signers. They preferred this 
new look , althou gh it had been 
a centu ries old look to the 
Chinese, and so they borrowed 
heav ily from it, totally reject­ 
ing the then popu lar Georgian 


designs that were the v ogu e in 
England. 
Now 
we 
not 
only 
hav e 
Chinese Chippendale bu t also 
H asi H e s te r's v e rsion of 
Chinese Chippendale, and it’s a 
grou p of fresher, more light­ 
hearted fu rnishings. 
He u ses lots of fretwork . The 
principle of fretwork is not u n­ 
lik e the idea of appliqu e fou nd 
in needlework . When they mak e 
this fu rnitu re they ov erlay the 
basic wood stru ctu re with a 
second lay er in filigreed wood. 
Or they might u se pierced fret­ 
work — k ind of a see-throu gh 
concept v isible in the legs of the 
table illu strated today . 
The Hester grou p tak es a step 
aw ay from Chippendale by 
u sing fretwork u nder a plate- 
glass table top. It's a 20th- 
centu ry v ariation of an old 
idea. 
COLOR IS part of H ester’s 
interpretation for today ’s life­ 
sty le so the grou p is av ailable 
in pu re white as well as glazed 
tangerine, lime and lemon, all 
em bellished with contrasting 
stripe detail. 
One final note abou t learning 
while y ou shop, don’t be afraid 
to ask the store decorator or 
d e sig n-tra ine d sa le spe rson 
qu estions abou t the back grou nd 
of any period of fu rnitu re.

REFUSES TRICK 
I led the five of hearts from 
the West seat, and one of these 
very lucky players refused the 
first trick but won the heart 
continuation. Our lucky South 
next led the ten of spades and 
overtook with dum m y’s king. 
Declarer's next move was to 
lead the seven of clubs for a 
finesse with the queen. I won 
with the king of clubs and 
returned the jack of hearts to 
the ace. 


South cashed the ace of clubs, 
dropping the jack, and led the 
deuce of clubs to dum m y’s ten. 
Then he cashed the three top 
diamonds for a total of eight 
tricks. 


LUCKY PLAY 
Som ething about the way 
South was playing the hand 
intrigued me. A less skillful 
player would have tried for a 
second spade trick, hut this 
would have led to sure defeat. 
To test my theory, 1 discarded 
a heart on the third top dia­ 
m ond, w o n d e rin g w he the r 
South knew that his six of clubs 
was high. 


South then looked at me with 
a rather peculiar expression on 
his face. ‘‘I have a feeling this 
is the last club,” he rem arked 
as he led the six of clubs. 


NOT LAST CLUB 
It wasn’t the last club, of 
course, but it was good enough 
to win the trick and the rubber. 
Since very few bridge players 
are good enough to know when 
a six is high, I understood why 
South was considered a very 
lucky player. 


"A very lucky hand,” I com­ 
mented as my opponents scored 
up the rubber. I had a feeling 
that South didn’t want to be 
commended for skillful play. In 
the republic of the blind, the 
one-eyed man can be elected to 
any office he w ants if he

This Show Biz Is Working 


By GEORGE NEVIN 
In the high-pressure world of 
show business promoters, 
where companies often come 
and go like number one re­ 
cords. one Marin outfit appears 
to be here to stay. 


Sausalito-based Hananda pro­ 
ductions has been around for 18 
months, although it just moved 
to Marin from Santa Rosa, and 
will present its first Marin act 
Nov. 20: comedian Bill Cosby 
and singer Bill Withers in the 
Marin Veterans Memorial 
Building. 


Eighteen months may not 
sound like a long time for a 
business to survive, but the five 
young men who comprise Han­ 
anda say most producers — a 
term they prefer to promoters 
— have a considerably shorter 
lifespan than that. 


“ When we first got into this 
business," said 27-year-old Nor­ 
man Chamlin. a co-owner of 
Hananda, “ booking agents 
wouldn't even talk to us. Now 
they won't let us alone." 


Chamlin, his brother Gene, 
24, and S. Craig Jensen, also 24, 
started their business in Santa 
’Rosa by doing something they 
.said even San Francisco rock 
impresario 
B ill 
Graham 
couldn’t — putting on success­ 
ful concerts at the Sonoma 
County Fairgrounds. 
‘‘There was no live music in 
Santa Rosa at the time," Cham­ 
lin said as he sat at a desk on 
the Gate 6 houseboat which 
serves as Hananda’s headquar­ 
ters. Classical music played 
softly in the background and 
tie-died curtains covered the 
windows. 
“ There had been concerts 
there at one time, though, so we 
figured there was a market for 
good acts,” he went on. Using 
local talent, Hananda threw a 
series of profitable concerts 
that firmly established the com­ 
pany's reputation in the music' 
world, Chamlin said. 
About five months ago Han­ 
anda — the name is derived 
from a word meaning peace 
and bliss — moved to Marin 
and began planning a series of 
concerts at the Veterans Memo­ 
rial Building. 
Chamlin and the others — 
including Alan L. Woods, 25, 
production manager, and John 
Busek, 21, advertising manager 
— unabashedly call the building 
“ the finest concert hall in the 
world." 
After the Cosby-Withers show 
this month, they hope to 
present about one a month, 
including not only comedy but 
also jazz and folk and rock — 
“ all the endeavors of the enter­ 
tainment world," according to 
Woods. The next show will be 
Nina Simone and Les McCann, 
Dec. 16-18. 
Although Hananda has con­ 
centrated on rock concerts in 
the past, they’re branching out 
now. “ We’re looking for the 
tastiest acts we can get," said 
Woods. “ The public chooses its 
own music and we give them 
what they want. We're gearing 
our shows to the taste of Marin, 
because we think residents here 
have the finest taste in the Bay 
Area." 
Other promoters •— those who 
may fold after only a few 
months — haven’t learned the 
simple rule of giving the cus­ 
tomer what he wants, he said. 
“ We’ve found that promoters 
who put on shows they want to 
hear are the only ones in the 
audience on opening night, and 
they go out of business," he 
said.

since Hananda was established. 
“ That's because we re busi­ 
nessmen and they weren't. We 
all like music, but it's a mis­ 
take to get all wrapped up in 
music and forget the business 
angle." he said. "That's the 
fastest way to go broke." 
Successful promoters make it 
their business to anticipate 
what acts will be big. "The 
music we're listening to now 
will be on stage in six months." 
said Woods: "We’re that far 
ahead of public taste." 
Chamlin debunks the notion 
that music promoters are a 
heartless, unethical lot. "There 
are many fine people in this 
business, and I ’m friends with 
almost everyone I deal with," 
he said. 
“ In this business,” said 
Woods, "everyone has his own 
ethics. If a man gets a bad 


reputation he doesn't last long. 
Word gets around." 
Chamlin agreed. “ 1 may get 
on the phone and curse and yell 
at a booking agent but I still 
like the guy. I ’m only trying to 
get a better deal." he said. 
Started on a shoestring in 
Chamlin's home in Santa Rosa. 
Hananda has expanded into a 
solid business operation and is 
far beyond the danger of going 


broke because of one disas­ 
trous concert, Chamlin said. 
Being promoters is a time- 
consuming. tedious job that of­ 
ten starts early in the morning 
and goes beyond midnight, 
Chamlin said. 
"But it's all worth it when 
you look out at an audience on 
show night and see thousands of 
happy faces,” he said. "It's the 
best feeling in the world.”

Private rooms for privates? 
They’re being installed at 
Fort Barry as part of the 
Army’s new look, and soor, 
every man stationed at B Bat­ 
tery, the Marin fort’s missile 
site, will have a measure oi 
privacy formerly enjoyed only 
by officers. 
Not only that, but the men 
may furnish their rooms any 
way they wish, and for at least 
one solider that means a wa­ 
terbed in place of the regulation 
Army bunk. 
The $22,000 modernization 
program, in which two for­ 
mer barracks were converted 
to one-and-two-man rooms, 
goes hand-in-hand with ef­ 
forts being made throughout 
(In* Army to make it more 
attractive to potential enlis­ 
tees. 
Hair regulations also have 
been relaxed — though only 
slightly — chow improved and 
the men allowed “ to put up 
whatever they want in their 
rooms, as long as they keep 
them neat,” said Lt. Douglas L. 
Walker B Battery’s executive 
.officer. 
B Battery is part of the First 
Missile Battalion, 61st Artillery, 
13th Artillery Group. It falls 
under the jurisdiction of the 
Sixth Region of the Army Air 
Defense Command, headquar­ 


tered at Fort Baker. The bat­ 
tery commands a bank of un­ 
derground Nike Hercules 
missiles which defend the Bay 
Area against hostile bombers. 
Although the military draft, 
was extended in Congress this 
year, the Army, aware of 
mounting criticism to conscrip­ 
tion. is presenting a new image 
to the public in preparation for 
the time when the Army will be 
all-volunteer. The new barracks 
are part of that image. 
Walker led a tour of the 
barracks yesterday and proudly 
pointed out new color schemes 
— walls are rust red, yellow 
and grey instead of institutional 
green. Area rugs and curtains 
will match the new' paint jobs. 
“ Now the men can bring in 
their televisions and stereos 
and leave them locked lip 
here during the day instead of 
worrying about them,” he 
said. “They can put up post­ 
ers or anything they want. 
There’s no restriction on what 
they can have in their rooms, 
as long as they’re neat.” 
Gone for good are the days 
the men had to take down 
posters for inspections, al­ 
though inspections themselves 
remain, Walker said. As he 
talked, the pungent odor of 
incense drifted out of one of the 
rooms. 
Between 25 and 30 men live in

Men 
above specialist fourth class 
who live at B Battery already 
had private rooms, as did offi­ 
cers. About half the battery’s 
127 enlisted men live in private 
apartments off base. 
Like the improved living 
conditions, the redecorated 
mess hall with its greater 
selection of food is designed 
to compensate (he men at B 
Battery for having to stick 
close to the base because of 
drills or the possibility of 
actual attack. 
The mess hall, remodeled last 
year, has won three awards as 
best mess hall this year in 
competition with seven other 
Bay Area mess halls. 
Using an $800 grant, from 
post exchange funds, the men 
of the battery installed a false 
ceiling with subdued lights, 
built a leather-covered planter- 
dividier to separate officers 
from enlisted men and bought a 
tape deck and amplifier. 
Not only is standard Army 
chow available, but men may 
order a hamburger, pizza or 
other nontypical fare if they 
aren’t in the mood for chipped 
beef on toast, Walker said. 
Bright red tablecloths, white 
curtains and paintings on the 
hardwood walls give the mess 
hall the appearance ot afriend- 
ly, small restaurant rather than 
a military eating place. There 
is more variety of food and 
drink than ever before, accord­ 
ing to Mess Sgt. Oliver Brow­ 
der. 
At least one soldier, however, 
isn’t much impressed by all the 
changes. “ My tour is over in 
six months and 1 can’t wait to 
get out 
This Army is too 
much,” lie said.

HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. TH EO D O R* R. V A N DELLEN 


Those Who Use Arms A Lot 
Frequently Suffer Bursitis 


Bursitis is one o f the mo st co mmo n rheu­ 
matic diso rders. Bursae are the thin-walled 
sacs lo cated wherev er tendo ns mo v e acro ss 
o ne ano ther or o v er Ito nes. These structures 
co ntain lubricating fluid to help the tendo ns 
glide smo o thly . 
Sho ulder bursitis do es no t begin as true 
inflammatio n o f a bursa. 'Hie culprit is the 
supraspinal us tendo n that passes fro m the 
upper sho ulder thro ugh the middle o f Ihe 
bursa to the o uter part o f the upper arm. It 
helps raise o r lo wer the arm, 
and 
in 
so do ing m ay get 
pinched between the sho ulder 
bo ne and upper arm bo ne. 
Tho se who use the arm mo re 
than usual — such as v io linists, 
co nducto rs, athletes and paint­ 
ers ~ are mo re likely to be 
bo thered with bursitis o f the 
sho ulder. 
R epeated traum a 
leads to swelling o f the tendo n 
within the bursal sac. A blister 
fo rms in much the same way as 
it do es o n the fo o t that rubs 
against a sho e. 
As pressure within the bursa 
in creases, the sho ulder be­ 
co mes painful. This may take 
place suddenly o r gradually .

EQUAL TREATMENT 


His Job: Smo o th in g 


Ru ffled F eath ers 


Keeping life in the Air Force 
a two-way street, might be de­ 
scribed as the job for Capt. 
Kenneth L. Coleman, who has 
the title of Equal Opportunities 
O fficer for Hamilton Air Force 
B a se. 
The title is relatively new — 
it was created by the Air De­ 
fense Command on Sept. 1 — 
but some of the complaints it 
handles are as old as society. 
' One recen t ca se . C a pta in 
C olem an rep orted , w as the 
problem of the Hamilton Air 
Force Base man from Guam 
who wanted to send one of his 
children back to his P a cific 
home to go to college. 
The father ran into a one-way 
regulation. It said that GIs sta­ 
tioned in Guam, Alaska. Hawaii 
or Puerto Rico could fly their 
children to colleges in the main­ 
land United States free on mili­ 
tary a ircra ft when space was 
available, but, the policy didn't 
work the other direction. 
The man from Guam turned 
to 
C a p ta in 
C olem a n, 
who 
worked through official chan­ 
nels to show the Pentagon that 
its rule was unfair. The student 
got his free ride to Guam. 
Many of the problems han­ 
dled by the 29-year-old black 
Captain Coleman involve racial 
prejudice, but “ I want to see 
every m ilitary person get equal 
treatm ent regardless of race, 
creed or sex,” he said. 
The equal opportunities offi­ 
cer met with some suspicion 
when he began the job. But 
Coleman stressed that he was a 
m em ber of the establishm ent, 
working through the establish­ 
ment to solve inequities. 
“ After I had been on the job 
for some 
time 
some of the 
whites 
told 
me 
they 
saw I 
hadn't burned down Hamilton, 
so I was OK,” Coleman said. 
But to “ the white conserva­ 
tive, I am a m ilitant; to the 
m ilitant blacks and whites, I 
am a conservative,” Coleman 
said. 
‘‘Why, 
I ’ve 
even 
been 
called an Uncle Tom ,” he add­ 
ed. 


His job is fourfold: Counsel­ 
ing base airm en, assuring that 
the ba se’s services are respon­ 
sive to all personnel, advising 
unit com m anders and supervi­ 
sors on dealings with minori­ 
ties, and disseminating infor- 


mation on what the base does 
for its personnel. 
The problems range from ob­ 
taining a tra nsfer for a racially 
mixed couple whose mutual su­ 
p erv isor opposed th eir m a r­ 
riage. to smoothing the ruffled 
feathers of a servicem an who 
may only im agine that he is a 
victim of prejudice. 
Coleman's job requires close 
cooperation with the base legal 
office and with the base com­ 
mander. Col. Vermont G arri­ 
son. whom Coleman praised for 
his support of the new Office of 
Equal Opportunity. 
Coleman joined the Air Force 
seven years ago a fter graduat­ 
ing with an industrial m anage­ 
ment degree from Ohio State 
University. He plans to study 
law in the future. 
Coleman’s wife, Ja ck ie, is a 
counselor at the University of 
Santa Clara. 
The equal opportunities offi­ 
cer said Marin County provides 
a healthy social clim ate for the 
base and for his job of making 
sure that the m ilitary system is 
’’more responsive to the indi­ 
vidual, ra th er tha n tre a tin g 
them like m a sses.”

Capital Gain Of 
Firm Is Sluggish

( I I would very much ap­ 
preciate your view on Mid- 
land-Ross. My 5(Mt shares cost 
$.19 and I am wondering about 
averaging down. — K.M. 
A. A disappointing third 
quarter — 10 cents a share vs. 
•19 cents in the 1970 quarter — 
casts doubt on the security of 
Midland’s 35-cent quarterly div­ 
idend rate. Market sentiment 
on this score is indicated by the 
excessive 7.8 per cent current 
yield now available in these 
shares. For the 9 months, sales 
receded 2.6 per cent while net 
income plunged 29 per cent. 
Midland, a cyclical issue, 
produces capital goods, auto­ 
motive products, railroad 
equipment and construction 
materials. The first two cate­ 
gories account for about two- 
thirds of company production. 
While the investment tax cred­ 
it, if enacted, would boost earn­ 
ings, Midland's products are 
such that substantial lead time 
is required before installation. 
Thus meaningful profit gains 
would probably not accrue be­ 
fore late 1972. 
The company’s Midrex divi­ 
sion, which produces metallized 
pellets for the steel industry, 
has above-average long-term 
potential. Plant capacity will be 
doubled to 800.000 tons annually 
by 1973. 
Midland acquired 50,000 of its 
own shares in October when 
trading was at the 10-21 level. 
Although much of the bad news 
has been discounted, shares are 
vulnerable to further erosion in 
a down market, thus additional 
purchases should be timed ac­ 
cordingly. 
Q. Could you discuss Amer­ 
ican Standard. It seems to get 
no place although it is heavily 
traded. What other plumbing 
issues would you . recom­ 
mend?— E.K. & G.N. 
A. American Standard is the 
leading manufacturer of plumb­ 
ing equipment; other major 
producers include Borg-Warne- 
r, Crane Co. and Kohler. A drop 
in third quarter net marks the 
eighth consecutive decline in 
American’s interim earnings. 


In announcing its deteriorating 
results, management stated 
that a substantial loss will be 
reported for the year, 
A complete restructuring, in­ 
cluding disposal of one-fifth of 
assets, elimination of certain 
products, plant closings and a 
45 per cent reduction of debt is 
planned for the next few years. 
Crane Co. appears to be the 
most promising of the plumbing 
issues.

It was the most important 
decision yet on Phase 2 of 
Nixon's new economic policy. 
The Cost of Living Council 
Could announce today what in­ 
dustries will he covered during 
the extended controls, and the 
Price Commission is expected 
to announce its standards by 
the end of the week.

In Sonoma

posed Sonoma Marin Aqueduct

Scrapped yesterday and a 
small-scale plan to serve South­ 
ern Sonoma and North Marin 
was recommended to the Sono­ 
ma County Water Agency. 


The Sonoma County Board of 
Supervisors, sitting as water 
agency directors, heard chief 
engineer Gordon Miller recom­ 
mend construction of a new 
pipeline to Southern Sonoma to 
meet water needs there and in 
North Marin on a short-term 
basis to 1974 or 1975. 


Miller said the aqueduct plan 
was rejected, in effect, when 
voters in Marin Municipal Wa­ 
ter district last Tuesday defeat­ 
ed a proposal to contract for 
large amounts of future water 
from the Russian River. 
Miller said the new plan 
would involve a pipeline from 
the Russian River to the Roh-* 
nert Park-Cotati area to con­ 
nect with the present north- 
south supply line. 
He said this would supply 
additional water to Petaluma, 
Rohnert Park, Cotati, Sonoma 
State College and North Marin. 
It would also provide an addi­ 
tional five million gallons per 
day to be pumped north from 
Cotati to meet growing water 
needs in Santa Rosa. 
The board directed Miller to 
meet with agencies it supplies 
water with to get their reaction 
to the plan. The agency sup­ 
plies water on a contract basis 
with Petaluma, the North Ma­ 
rin Water District, Santa Rosa, 
Sonoma, Valley of the Moon 
and Forestville.

Ruling On Women 
Pensions Upheld 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The 
Supreme Court refused today to 
interfere with a lower court 
ruling that pension plans com­ 
pelling women workers to retire 
at an earlier age than men is a 
civil rights violation. 
In another action, the Court 
let stand a circuit court deci 
si on that airlines cannot impose 
a “ women only" qualification 
for the job of flight attendant 
without violating the Civil 
Rights Law against sexual dis 
crimination. 
The pension order came in 
the form of a brief order with­ 
out comment. It left standing 
an appeals court decision which 
is technically binding only in 


the states of Indiana, Illinois 
and Wisconsin which that cir­ 
cuit contains. 


But it could have widespread 
implications if and when suits 
on behalf of women's rights are 
decided in other areas of the 
country. 


The njling on behalf of an 
Indiana woman brewery em­ 
ploye came from the 7th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals which 
said that forcing women to re­ 
tire earlier than men “ is tanta­ 
mount to discharge” on the 
basis of sex and thus violates 
the 1964 Civil Rights Law. 
In the airlines case, the Su-

Tiburón Approves 
Of Hilarita Housing

A three-year battle ended last 
night as the Tiburón City Coun­ 
cil gave final approval to recon­ 
struct ion of the Hilarita housing 
project. 


Capping a three-hour hearing 
on the controversial $2.8 million 
project, the council first beat 
back an attempt to delay the 
development and then voted 1-1 
to approve precise plans. 
Councilman Branwell D. Fan­ 
ning, long a foe of the 112-unit 
moderate income project, cast 
the lone dissenting vote after 
sponsoring an unsuccessful 
move to delay the project for 
two weeks. 
At first, Mayor Denis T. Rice 
supported the delay, which 
Fanning asked in order to have 
a consultant check figures 
which justified construction of 
112 units rather than a lower, 
number But he then switched 
and voted with the majority on 
the final motion. 
The stage was set for last 
night’s encounter two weeks 
ago when a three member 
council heard arguments on the 
project and then postponed ac­ 
tion until the return of the full 
council last night 
The outcome of last night's 
drama, which was played be­ 
fore an audience of perhaps 200 
in the Reed School gymnasium, 


was in doubt until closing mo­ 
ments of the debate, when Rice 
announced he would vote for 
the oft-criticized project which 
will replace barracks-like struc­ 
tures built at Hilarita during 
World War II. 


As at previous hearings, Fan 
ning questioned the need for 112 
units on eight acres and said he 
preferred 56 units, a figure*

SACRAMENTO a PI) -An 
omnibus As se m bl y - a pp rove d 
bill creating a single new super 
agency to fight all the state's 
pollution battles has been de­ 
feated by a Senate committee. 
The action by the Govern- 
mental Organization Committee 
leaves a controversial coastline 
protection bill as the session s 
only major environmental legis 
liition still alive. And, its future 
is doubtful. 
The committee killed the bill 
by Assemblyman Edwin L. 
Z'berg. D Sacramento, on an 
overwhelming 2-6 vote Monday 
and then swiftly rejected two 
other Assembly-passed bills. 
One. by speaker Bob Moretti, 
D-Van Nuys. would have em­ 
powered the Lands Commission 
to crack down harder on off - 
shore oil development while the 
second by Assemblyman Alan 
Sieroty, D-Beverly Hills, pro­ 
posed a moratorium on zoning 
changes which would increase 
population density in the scenic 
Santa Monica Mountains. 
D EFE AT DENOUNCED 
Defeat of the Z'berg bill was 
denounced by the conservation­ 
ist 
Californians for Environ­ 
mental Quality as a victory for 
a "small clique of special inter­ 
ests 
which forced "its will on 
the whole population by manip­ 
ulating a sensitive bottleneck in 
the legislature.'’ 
The bill would have abolished 
many antipollution agencies 
such as the Air Resources and 
W ater 
Resources Control 
boards and replaced them with 
a single “ Environmental Quali­ 
ty Board" and a series of satel­ 
lite regional boards. The boards 
of “ environmental experts’’ 
would administer day-today 
pollution-fighting efforts and 
enforce laws and rules to pro­ 
tect the natural environment. 
There was no testimony on 
any of the bills because each 
had been heard previously by 
the committee at public meet­ 
ings. 
The only favorable votes for 
the super agency bill, supported 
by conservationists as an “ en\ i- 
ronmentalist s dream." were 
cast by Sens. Donald Grunsky, 
R Watsonville. James R. Mills, 
D-San Diego, and Robert Ste- 
vens. R-Los Angeles.

Gunmen fired on British sol­ 
diers in Belfast and members 
of the Ulster Defense Regiment 
on a freeway outside the North­ 
ern Ireland capital. 
No casualties were reported, 
the spokesmen said. 
F ire from an incendiary 
bomb planted by two gunmen 
swept through a wholesale fur­ 
niture store in central Belfast. 
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TRACY (U PI)-State prisons 
chief Raymond Procunier has 
suggested California try a pilot 
program to evaluate the “ mini” 
prison idea suggested in a re­ 
cent federally financed study of 
California’s penal system. 
Procunier advocated the test 
during Monday’s special meet­ 
ing of the state Board of Cor­ 
rections at Deuel Vocational 
Institute south of here.

be.” 
“ I think it is,” Procunier 
said. 
Oakland criminologist Robert 
E. Keldgord, who compiled the 
report for the board, said sm all' 
local facilities were preferable

Onassis Gets 
Out Of Contract 


ATHENS OJPi>—The Greek 
military regime has decided to 
release Aristotle Onassis from 
a $600 million contract calling 
for establishment of a huge 
industrial complex in return for 
an oil refinery concession. 
The contract took nearly two 
years to negotiate and within 
months after it was signed in 
January, 1970, Onassis asked 
for its revision and an increase 
in oil prices for the refinery. 
When the government failed 
to meet his demands, Onassis 
turned to international arbitra­ 
tion which was provided for in 
the contract and asked for his 
letter of guarantee and $8.3 
million to cover his expenses 
during the preparatory phases 
of the agreement.

Quang Tri 
B52 Sortie 
1st In Year 


SAIGON (UPI) -W aves of 
Air Force B52 bombers swept 
in to smash Communist antiair­ 
craft positions and supply bunk­ 
ers just seven miles south of 
the main headquarters for the 
demilitarized zone (DMZ) de­ 
fense line at Quang Tri city 
today. 


It was the first time in at 
least one year the eight-engine 
bombers had flown strikes in 
the rolling, sparsely jungled 
foothills of the Annamite Moun­ 
tains overlooking the northern 
coastal plain and Highway 1, 
the main north-south traffic ar­ 
tery below the DMZ. 
Spokesmen said two waves of 
B52s—at least six warplanes— 
dropped about 180 tons of 
bombs on the guerrilla posi­ 
tions, about one mile apart and 
roughly five miles east of the 
highway. 


The targets were listed ini­ 
tially as “ about 10 supply bunk­ 
ers in each location,” but 
spokesmen later said allied hel­ 
icopters had reported taking 
antiaircraft fire from the area 
in the past several days. 
The site was seven miles 
south of Quang Tri Combat 
Base which overlooks the m ajor 
land connection between Quanz 
Tri, headquarters of the South 
Vietnamese 1st Division. 


Amchitka 
Site Land 
Caves In 


AMCHITKA, Alaska (U P D - 
The land immediately above 
the site of the most powerful 
U.S. underground nuclear test 
in history collapsed Monday 
into a huge crater. The collapse 
was caused by shift of earth 
that registered 5 on the Richter 
Scale. 


Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEC) spokesman Dave Jack­ 
son said the ground movement 
which occurred 38 hours after 
Saturday’s blast 5,975 feet be­ 
low had been expected. The 
five-megaton explosion formed 
an 800-foot d iam eter cavity 
more than one-mile below the 
ground’s surface. 


“ No ra d ia tio n e s c a p e d ,’’ 
Johnson said. “ But when the 
cavity cooled and pressure in­ 
side it decreased, the earth 
above it collapsed and filled the 
cavity.” 


There was some seismic ac­ 
tivity at the site until the col­ 
lapse, then it ceased, he said. 


Two dead seals and two dead 
sea otters were found Monday, 
Jackson said, adding that all 
the animals had sustained in­ 
ternal injuries. 


Thirteen dead birds of var­ 
ious species were found, he 
said, but none were of species 
considered endangered.

The four statesm en left Cairo 
Monday after a week of talks in 
Israel and Egypt but promised 
to return after next week for 
more discussions. 
The four leaders—Presidents 
Leopold Senghor of Senegal and 
Ahmado Ahidjou of Cameroon, 
and Gen. Yakubu Gowon of 
Nigeria and Gen. Joseph Mobu­ 
tu of Zaire (Congo)—have de­ 
scribed their mission as a “last 
chance” to reach a peaceful 
solution in the Arab-Israeli con­ 
flict. 
Al Ahram today said that in 
order not to hinder this mission, 
Egypt decided to postpone the 
U.N. debate for two weeks. 
The 
new spaper 
also an­ 
nounced a change in the Afri­ 
cans’ travel plans. The four 
were scheduled to return to the 
Middle East next week for a 
second round of talks. But they 
now plan to travel to Israel on 
Nov. 20 and to Cairo Nov. 22. 
The statesmen indicated they 
would submit “definite ideas” 
to both sides and a series of 
questions to Israel, Al Ahram 
said. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon, still not officially a 
candidate for reelection, will be 
the top attraction tonight at a 
GOP fund raising effort de­ 
signed to drum up $5 million for 
the 1972 campaign. 
In the space of a few hours 
this evening, Nixon will speak 
to a $500-a-plate dinner in New 
York, then hop a plane to Chi­ 
cago to repeat his performance 
before a sim ilar gathering 
there. 
In each case the appearances 
will be linked by closed circuit 
television to a total of 18 other 
such $500-a-head events. The 
Republican Party officially has

Arms Crackdown 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - State 
Department officials have or­ 
dered canceled $3.6 million in 
export licenses to shut off ship­ 
ments of military supplies to 
Pakistan that have continued 
despite an embargo imposed in 
April. 
The embargo, ordered in the 
spring, excluded exports that 
already were in the “ pipeline” 
and actually in the process of 
being shipped. Some members 
of Congress strongly criticized 
this ruling, arguing the admin­ 
istration was taking the side of 
the Pakistani government in 
the Central Regime’s quarrel 
with East Pakistani separatists. 
Charles W. Bray, a State 
Department spokesman, said 
the Monday order cancelling 
export licenses did not apply to 
$160,000 worth of spare parts 
which were aboard ship in New 
York awaiting shipment to Pak­ 
istan.

Muskie, the Maine senator 
who is his party’s frontrunner 
for the nomination, warned that 
any attem pt to create a fourth 
party would result in “a stun­ 
ning defeat” for the Democrats. 


“As Democrats, the things 
that unite us are so much 
stronger than the things that 
divide us,” Muskie said. “Sure­ 
ly, then, we can make our party 
safe for diversity.” 
Humphrey, the former vice 
president who won reelection to 
the Senate from M innesota, 
called on “everyone in the par­ 
ty to understand that you can 
have competition without con­ 
frontation.” 


Two announced candidates 
for the party’s nomination— 
Sens. Fred Harris of Oklahoma 
and George McGovern of South 
Dakota—had been invited to the 
affair, which was billed as a 
“ Presidential D inner,” but 
were unable to appear although 
Mrs. McGovern sat in for her 
husband. 
Muskie and Humphrey both 
leveled sharp attacks on Nixon. 
“The people know that he 
(Nixon) has not measured up to 
the leadership America needs,” 
Muskie said. “ We must be able 
to provide that leadership.” 
Humphrey, who led the Dem­ 
ocratic ticket in 1968, called 
Nixon a “moving target” and 
said the president has fallen far 
short of his campaign promise 
“to bring us together.” 
“There is more division in 
this country tonight than there 
has been in years,” Humphrey 
said. 
Muskie, however, cautioned 
the Democrats not to overem­ 
phasize the economy to the 
exclusion of other foreign and 
domestic issues in the cam­ 
paign. 
“ We need something more 
than economics to run on,” he 
said, listing tax reform, nation­ 
al health insurance, guaranteed 
jobs, equal rights and law and 
order as other “ vital issues” 
the Democrats could “ build a 
coalition for change.”

Although he was asked re­ 
peatedly for White House com­ 
ment on the 5.5 per cent wage 
guideline, Ziegler said he would 
not discuss individual decisions 
of either the Pay Board or the 
Price Commission. 
“ The Cost of Living Council 
will be assessing that to deter­ 
mine whether it meets the goals 
(of the administration’s effort to 
curb inflation),” Ziegler said. 
Ziegler offered this general 
assessment: “ We’re optimistic. 
We feel that progress is being 
made toward price stability and 
toward reducing inflation.” 
Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield declined exten­ 
sive comment on the pay 
board’s guideline but said that 
he thought there was “ a moral 
obligation” to honor teacher 
contracts that were signed 1qst 
spring, well in advance of the 
wage-price freeze. 
Judge George H. Boldt, chair­ 
man of the Pay Board, said his 
group will “ abide by anything 
Congress provides and we will 
do that if and when it becomes 
law.” 
But Boldt insisted that the 
settlement was “ equitable and 
fair to all, requiring almost 
every American to make some 
sacrifice as any control pro­ 
gram must do.” 
The rules approved by the 
Pay Board cover these areas: 
—New contracts: Wage and 
fringe benefit increases should 
approximate 5.5 per cent. This 
yardstick will be reviewed by 
the Pay Board and might be 
scaled down if the economy 
moves toward Nixon’s goal of 
cutting inflation in half by the 
end of next year. 
—Existing contracts: 
In­ 
creases negotiated in contracts 
signed before or during the 
freeze may take effect after the 
freeze is lifted provided they 
are not “ unreasonably incon­ 
sistent” with the Board’s infla­ 
tion-fighting goals. A “ party at 
interest” or five Pay Board 
members may challenge these 
increases if they are thought to 
be out of line. 
—Retroactivity: In general, 
these increases will not be ap­ 
proved. But the board said it 
might consider awarding retro­ 
active wages if a company 
raised its prices before the 
freeze in anticipation of having 
to boost its wages later on. 
Back pay also could be col­ 
lected in the case of a new 
contract signed after the freeze 
to replace an earlier pact 
where the industry or company 
could prove it was traditional to 
pay the higher wages back to 
the date when the previous 
contract expired.

Among the many concerns 
expressed by residents was 
that planners in the past have 
refused to accept the rustic, 
lightly populated communities 
as they are — viewing them 
instead as recreational centers. 


“ We like the area the way it 
is,” one woman told the com­ 
mission. “ We want the least 
development possible.” 
The 1961 plan envisioned the 
two communities as someday- 
developing to a population of 
about 20.000, being linked to the 
rest of the Bay Area by a 
freeway, and each having a 
major shopping-recreational 
center. 


“ Times, attitudes and values 
have changed since this plan 
was adopted,” said Hugh 
Dougherty, former chairman of 
the planning commission. “ It’s 
obsolete.. .there’s a number of 
things 
wrong with 
it. 
It 
wouldn’t make much sense to 
try to patch it up,” 


Dougherty, who lives in Stin­ 
son Beach, urged the commis­ 
sion to reevaluate the needs of 
the communities on the recom­ 
mendations of the residents 
who repeatedly expressed no 
interest in growth. 


Proctor P. .Jones, also of Stin­ 
son Beach, told the commission 
a general plan for the area 
should not propose a population 
greater than 5,000 persons — an 
increase of .” ,600 over last 
year’s census. 


At his prompting, nearly ev­ 
ery member of the audience 
raised a hand to signify opposi­ 
tion to the 1961 plan — thus 
opposition to growth and new 
development. 
Bolinas resident Lewis Maca­ 
dams said Tuesday’s elections 
showed residents opposed to 
new growth since winning 
candidates all had taken posi­ 
tions against contracting for 
more domestic water which 
wouid have encouraged growth. 
He urged that the next plan 
consider agriculture and com­ 
mercial fishing as sources of 
revenue to the towns, as op­ 
posed to tourism, which, he 
claimed, was catered to the old 
plan. 
“ The recreational classifica­ 
tion goes to the essence of the 
problem,” said conservationist 
Robert Tartaul of Stinson 
Beach. “ This area has val­ 
ues. . .that are unique and im­ 
portant of themselves,”he con­ 
tinued, adding the communities 
must not be planned for their 
commercial value. 
Others agreed and added that 
the proposed prelim inary 
countywide plan — which calls 
for a Bolinas-Stinson Beach 
population of about 18,000 — 
also falls short of their hopes of 
keeping the communities as 
they are. 
Several urged the county 
planning staff to work with 
community groups to develop a 
plan acceptable to all. 
In making her motion to res­ 
cind the plan, Mrs. Azevedo 
warned against the “ sense of 
proprietorship” she felt from 
some residents’ comments 
about the natural amenities of 
the area, such as Bolinas La­ 
goon. 
“ .. .1 hope you will listen to 
the rest of the county and open 
your hearts.. 
she added. 
Prior to the matter being 
referred to the board of super­ 
visors, details of the interim 
ordinance will be reviewed by 
the commission at its Nov. 29 
meeting.

Glaucoma' 


Marin County’s chief medical 
officer said today that while 
Angela Davis is extremely 
nearsighted, he found nothing 
in reports of her eye examina­ 
tion to indicate .she has glau­ 
coma. 
In Europe last week, Fnnia 
Jordan. Miss Davis's sister, 
said she feared her sister had 
contracted glaucoma and was 
in danger of losing her sight. 
Dr. Donovan O. Cooke, di­ 
rector of county medical serv­ 
ices, said today that Miss Davis 
has been examined several 
times in her jail cel! by Dr. 
Ernest Marshall, an Oakland 
ophthalomogist “ of her choos­ 
ing.” 
Dr. Cooke said that he had 
reviewed Dr. Marshall’s report 
and found “ nothing disturbing” 
in them. He added that Miss 
Davis has received new glasses 
twice since she has been in jail 
and that with the prescription 
lenses, her vision is normal. He 
also said that she has “ some 
pressure” in her eyes, but only 
enough to indicate she should 
be rechecked from time to 
lime. 
Miss Davis is due to return to 
Marin Superior Court tomorrow 
on a challenge to an order that 
her murder, kidnaping and con­ 
spiracy trial be moved to Santa 
Clara County.

Mon by the 5th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals that the refus 
al of Pan American World Air­ 
ways to hire a male as a flight 
attendant was a civil rights 
violation. 
The Court took these other 
actions: 
Refused to review a ruling 
that Thomas G. Jolley, a 
27-year-old draft dodger who 
renounced his American citi 
zenship, is now a man without a 
country as far as the United 
States is concerned. Jolley, a 
native of Greensboro, N.C., for­ 
mally executed an oath giving 
up his citizenship after taking 
refuge from the draft in Cana­ 
da. He returned to the United 
States in 1968 and sought to 
regain his citizenship. The 
Court refusal to hear his case 
lets stand an immigration serv­ 
ice order that he either leave 
the country within 90 days or ¡hi 
deported to Canada. 
—Agreed to hear a govern 
ment appeal that rulings by two 
lower courts have opened huge 
loopholes in the tax laws to the 
benefit of heirs of the wealthy. 
The ease involving the estate of 
an Ohio businessman who died 
in 1964 and left controlling 
shares in three corporations in 
trust to his children will Ik1 
argued later this term with the 
Court handing down a written 
decision later. 
—Again refused to consider 
whether to make retroactive a 
1969 ruling that military' person 
nel who commit nonservice- 
related crimes must be tried in 
civilian courts. W’ithout com­ 
ment, the Court dismissed the 
appeal of Army M.Sgt. Gerald 
Y. Allen who was convicted by' 
court-martial of assault while 
stationed in Hawaii. 
—Let stand a decision that 
the Seattle Times was entitled 
to publish certain aspects of a 
1970 murder trial even though 
the Everett, Wash., trial judge 
had ruled to the contrary. The 
Washington state supreme 
court had thrown out contempt 
findings against two reporters 
for the new'spaper. 
The woman who brought the 
pension case to the courts was 
Ann Bart mess of South Bend, 
Ind., who was forced to retire 
at Drewry’s Brewery on her 
62nd birthday under terms of a 
pension plan negotiated by her 
union. Male employes were al­ 
lowed to continue working until 
age 65. 
She first complained to the 
Equal Employment Opportuni­ 
ties Commission (EEOC) four 
months before her scheduled 
retirement date, and when giv­ 
en the goahead by the EEOC 
two years later, sued the com­ 
pany and the union, local 275 of 
the United Brewery, Flour, Cer­ 
eal, Soft Drink and Distillery 
Workers of America.

The Supreme Court also re­ 
fused today to consider whether 
there is public confusion be­ 
tween the Miss America chosen 
at Atlantic City each year and a 
gradesehool queen called Little 
Miss America crowned at a 
nearby amusement park.

Flood Curb 
Proposal 
Is Approved 


A $114 million master plan to 
curb flooding was approved last 
night by the Santa Venetia 
Flood Control Zone Advisory 
Board. 
The long-range plan calls for 
a levee system along Gallinas 
(’reek, a piping system and a 
network of pumping stations, 
according to Lewis E. Freder- 
ickson, assistant flood control 
engineer for Marin County. 


He said the plan, when fully 
implemented, would shield 
homes in the area from the 
worst flood that could be ex­ 
pected in a 50-year period. He 
said fewer than 500 honies are 
in the area covered by the plan. 


He saidabout $815,000 would 
be spent on correcting existing 
problems while another $328,000 
will In* needed more than 20 
years from now to deal with 
complications caused by houses 
settling on filled bay mud they 
are built on. 
Implementation of the plan 
would require approval by the 
Marin County Board of Supervi­ 
sors sitting as the Marin County 
Flood Control District board.

Marin College Problem: 
The 'Hidden 3,000' 


Last June, Marin’s eight pub­ 
lic high schools plus Marin 
Catholic High School graduated 
a total of 3,038 seniors. The 
previous year’s graduating to­ 
tal was virtually the same. 
About one-half of these grad­ 
uates enroll in College of Ma­ 
rin, which is a two-year school. 
When 
College 
of 
Marin 
classes opened this fall, enroll­ 
ment was reported at 5,500, 
plus about 450 designated as 
attending Indian Valley Col­ 
leges, a “ school within a 
school.” The previous fall's en­ 
rollment was 6,062. 
IT WOULD TAKE the entire 
graduating classes of all of 
M arin’s public high schools 
plus Marin Catholic for two 
years to equal the enrollment 
at College of Marin. Yet only 
half of them enter that college 
— and not all of those return 
for a second year. 
Where do the other 3,000 
come from? 
• This question — to which it is 
impossible to get a definite 
answer — is at the heart of 
many of the college district's 
difficulties. It is a question that 
perhaps need not to have been 
answered if voters on Nov. 2 
had approved a $16,750,000 for 
expanding College of Marin and 
building Indian Valley Colleges. 
But since they did not, the 
answer needs to be found. 
There are various categories 
into which these “ hidden 3,000” 
students may fall. 
Some of them, no doubt, are 
.returning students who went 
into the military or into jobs on 
graduating from high school 
and decide later to come back 
for more education. 
Some are students from out­ 
side the college district. But 
College of Marin was tough­ 
ened its admission rules lor 
these. As of Aug. 31, Dean of 
Students Iwin P. Diamond re­ 
ported only 46 “ foreign” stu­ 
dents accepted for this fall. 


AFFAIRS OF STATE 


Most of them are what the 
college calls “ non-matriculat- 
ed” students. This means that 
they are not enrolled as full­ 
time students, getting their 
first two years beyond high 
school on the local campus. 
Most of these “ non-matricu- 
lated” students are adults. 
Some are high school dropouts 
signed 
up 
for 
vocational 
courses. 


WHEN MARIN JUNIOR Col­ 
lege District was set up, it was 
given two purposes: First, to 
provide two years of academic 
education beyond high school, 
leading to an associate in arts 
degree and/or transfer to the 
upper division of a four-year 
college or university. Second, 
to provide vocational training 
for high school graduates who 
were aiming for the job field 
and did not want further aca­ 
demic schooling. 
It has done the first job well; 
the second, not so well. But 
along the way, it has given 
itself a lot of other jobs which 
were not in its original assign­ 
ment. 
These include the wider as­ 
sortment of adult classes, and 
at the other extreme, a nursery 
school. They also include an 
even wider assortment of what 
the school people like to.call 
“ enrichment” courses, which 
do not fill requirements for 
either an A.A. degree or trans­ 
fer to a four-year institution. 


ALMOST ALL OF THESE 
are no doubt desirable. But few 
if any of them are necessary. 
And they account for the “ hid­ 
den 3,000” students. 
Since the voters have said 
“ no” to building a second cam­ 
pus, the job for Marin Commu­ 
nity College District trustees 
appears now to be to examine 
these “ fringe benefits” and de­ 
cide where to reduce or elimi­ 
nate them, so the college can 
do the job it was set up to do. 


'Merv's Marauders' Probe 
For Tax Law Loopholes

hole.”) 


SACRAMENTO (Capitol) — A student 
protest movement is operating under the 
capitol dome. However, unlike some of 
their campus contemporaries, these stu­ 
dents have never staged a sit-in or taken 
over offices. 
They have chosen the pen, rather than 
the sword, to fight "the system.” Re­ 
search data is their ammunition and the 
news release is their weapon. 
Their target is California’s tax system. 
THE MOVEMENT is 
known as 
“ Project Loophole.” Brainchild of Robert 
Holmes, chief consultant for the Demo­ 
cratic Caucus, it is sponsored by Sen. 
Mervyn Dymally, Democrat from the 
Watts section of Los Angeles. 
Unofficially, the students call them­ 
selves “ Merv's Marauders” — Califor­ 
nia's answer to “ Nader’s Raiders.” 
They are probing the state’s tax laws 
to pin-point inequities and loopholes. 
They hope the spotlight of publicity will 
result in correction of these by the

legislature or, if necessary, by the peo­ 
ple. 
Loophole was launched last summer 
after an employee of the Democratic 
Caucus broke the news Gov. Ronald 
Reagan paid no state income tax this 
year. Members of the student task 
corce were recruited primarily through 
stories in college nev/spapers. 
Once an area of study is selected, a 
“ Marauder” is pretty much on his own. 
Once a week the members get together to 
pool knowledge and exchange ideas. 
Volunteers, their only “ salary” is 95 
cents a month — and that is given only so 
they can be included under an insurance 
program. 
They use the Democratic Caucus room 
on the first floor of the capitol as their 
headquarters and maintain an office in a 
downtown Sacramento building. 
THERE ARE 19 MARAUDERS, rang­ 
ing in age from 19 years up. Jean Ogrod, 
29, is a recent graduate of Stanford with 
a master's degree in political science. 
Gary Kane, 28, is legal counsel for the 
Sacramento Redevelopment Agency. 
Clarence Williams, 24. is an instructor in 
criminal justice at Sacramento State 
College. Most other members of the 
project are graduate or undergraduate 
student« at Sacramento State College or 
University of California, Davis. 
Some members of the task force are 
receiving college credit for their work in 
the project. A schedule of hours to be 
worked at the capitol is adopted to meet 
course requirements. 
The loophole probe was originally de­ 
signed as a summer-only program. But 
here it is November and it’s still going 
strong. No one really knows when it will 
end — if ever. In October the group 
announced it had found “ so many inequi­ 
ties” that it is continuing its probe. 
They report they have encountered no 
real barriers in getting information they 
need from vanous state agencies. 
Some of the inequities they have uncov­ 
ered in their studies will be the subject of 
tomorrow’s article.

U.S. Nuclear Arms On Taiwan 
May Prevent China Rapprochement 
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WASHINGTON ~ 
This is a highly 
imaginary preview of one stage of the 
talks President Nixon will have in Janu­ 
ary in Peking with Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung. Politely enough, they have covered 
relatively noncontroversial issues such as 
trade and cultural exchanges. Then 
abruptly Chairman Mao levels with the 
following: 
“ Mr. President, we know that you have 
had for a considerable time a large 
military establishment on the island of 
Taiwan, which is a province of China. 
Your Seventh Fleet patrols the Straits of 
Taiwan. 
“ Now another well-authenticated re­ 
port comes to us. That is that nuclear 
weapons are in place on Taiwan. This is, 
in part, nuclear deployment removed 
from Okinawa in accord with your treaty 
with Japan for the reversion of that 
island to Japan. Wc are very disturbed 
by this report.” 


W HETHER THE PRESID EN T can 
look Chairman Mao square in the eye 
and deny the report is the question. 'Hie 
location of American nuclear weapons is 
the top secret that to many critics of 
secrecy in Congress frustrates all efforts 
to restrain defense spending. More im­ 
portant. those in the know believe the 
widespread dispersal of these weapons 
greatly increases the risk of a nuclear 
accident. 


"n Sept. 8 Sen. Stuart Symington made 
a brief speech on the Senate floor that he 
had billed as the most important of his 
career. His colleagues on the foreign 
relations and armed serv ices committees 
were somewhat mystified, since in rais­ 
ing the question of whether the Okinawa 
missiles had been moved to Taiwan he 
failed to supply an answer. Symington 
had become a member of the Joint 
Atmoic Energy Committee, discovering 
that he learned there more about nuclear 
weaponry than in 18 years on the other 
committees. 
He put in the record a story from the 
Washington Post saying that the Penta­ 
gon was pressing strongly for moving 
some of the hundreds of nuclear weapons 
on Okinawa to Taiwan. This would add, 
according to the Post account, to the 
store of such weapons already on the 
island that has been Chaing Kai-shek’s

A LATER NEWS STORY in the New 
York Times said that plans had been 
killed to move the Okinawa weapons to 
Taiwan, South Korea and the Philippines. 
This would put them too close to the 
mainland in view of the Nixon policy to 
improve relations with the People s Re 
public of China and it was considered 
unwise. 
This is where the matter rests, with the 
mystery, outside the closed circle of a 
few with top-secret clearance, as dense 
as it ever was, The terms of the ireah 
just approved by the foreign relations 
committee provide that nuclear weapons 
must be taken off Okinawa before the 
island reverts to Japan next April, i ndci 
the bask l'.S.-Japan treaty the “ NUCS" 
cannot be stored on Japanese territory. 
The profoundly troubling issue of the 
emplacement of nuclear weapons and 
secrecy is larger than Taiwan, even 
though Taiwan is the key to (loser 
relations with mainland China. Former 
See. of Defense Robert S. MeN’armara 
once inadvertently let drop that the 
United States had 7,000 nuclear warheads 
in Europe. Since then that number is 
believed to have greatly increased, and 
they are many, many times more power- 
fur than the first atomic bomb dropped 
on Hiroshima. 
MORE THAN 20 COUNTRIES in var­ 
ious parts of the world have American 
nuclear weapons, either deployed or in 
reserve. Strange things have happened 
behind tin* nuclear curtain. In one coun­ 
try the head of state sent word that he 
meant to take over the weapons. A 
terrific flap ensued until he was quieted 
down with promises of various forms of 
largesse. 
In many instances only the American 
public is kept in the dark. When nuclear 
missiles were emplaced in Turkey it was, 
as in all such situations, top secret. But 
there were 8,000 Turkish employes on the 
American missile bases and to assume 
they did not know the facts was to 
assume that they were deaf, dumb and 
blind. 
The handful of men privy to these 
secrets control the destiny of peoples 
everywhere. It is an oppressive burden 
on a theoretically free world.

Pakistan Refugee Tragedy 
Adds Threat Of New War

India says the number of refugees* 
crowding across her borders from East 
Pakistan now totals 9.5 million. 
Pakistan says it is no more than two 
million. 
Whether it is two or nine, the picture of 
human suffering it creates is greater 
than the mind can grasp unless the whole 
is reduced to its smallest number in the 
figure of a crying child or a family in 
whose faces the lines of sufiering reflect 
man’s inhumanity to man. 
NEITHER PAKISTAN nor India can 
hold itself wholly blameless as the possi­ 
bility of war between them mounts and 
as each attempts to shift to the other 
responsibility for this massive tragedy 
whose final toll may even surpass the 
million lives lost in the crossmigration of 
17 million Hindus and Moslems between 
India and Pakistan in 1947. 
India’s sympathies clearly have been 
with the fighters for Bangla Desh, an 
independent East Pakistan. 
She has given East Pakistan guerrilla 
fighters shelter, training and arms. 
On the other hand there is Pakistan, 
whose leaders, based in Wes.t Pakistan,

General Thant to mediate between the 
two countries and has suggested that 
U.N. observers be placed on both sides of 
the India-Pakistan border to supervise a 
mutual withdrawal of forces. 


On her side, India Prime Minister Mrs. 
Indira Gandhi has declared the huge flow 
of East Pakistan refugees endangers her 
internal security and demands that Paki­ 
stan negotiate a settlement with the 
Awami league, the outlawed political 
party which dominates East Pakistan. 


MRS. GANDHI HAS been carrying her 
side of the story to Western capitals, 
including London and Washington. 
Mrs. Gandhi has something on her 
side. 
The flood of refugees has placed an 
intolerable burden on India, which al­ 
ready has vast problems of over-popula- 
tion and mass poverty of its own. 
Most of the refugees are Hindu whose 
return is unwanted by the Pakistan 
government but who in any event would 
not return under present conditions of 
terror. 


MILITARILY, THE SITUATION lines 
up Communist China and the Soviet 
Union against each other. 
A friendship pact links India with the 
Soviet Union and a stream of Russian 
visitors to India in recent days suggests 
that Soviet aid in case of war lias been 
one of the subjects. No such pact links 
Pakistan and Communist China, but the 
Chinese have issued stern warnings 
against outside interference in the dis­ 
pute. 
At the moment, the military edge 
seems to rest with India. India is almost 
self-sufficient in arms and has the larger 
army. Pakistan has a hodge-podge arse­ 
nal whose weapons come from the United 
States, Communist China and France. 
With East and West Pakistan divided by 
!,(XX) miles of India, she faces an almost 
impossible supply problem in the East.

Petaluma Citizen Committees 
Not Cowed By Professionals 


Professional planners are 
lurking again in Petaluma, but 
perhaps this time the study will 
result in a “ people’s plan." 
Six study committees with as 
many as 10 members each are 
threshing out various sections 
of the proposed environmental 
design plan prepared by proles 
sional planners William and 
Mocine of San Francisco. In­ 
stead of simple rubber stamp­ 
ing ideas presented by the pro­ 
fessionals, the citizens appear 
to be doing some independent 
thinking and planning. 
Like some educators, plan­ 
ners can sometimes overwhelm 
ordinary citizens with fancy 
planning words and 10-word 
phrases that could be easily 
simplified. The self-confidence 
of planners, along with the fan­ 
cy phrasing, has been known to 
buffalo citizen groups, but re­ 
ports indicate the study com­ 
mittees have been thorough 
about looking at the planners’ 
recommendations and are not 
shy about criticism. 
IN SOME CASES it appears 
the whole concept by the plan­ 
ners may be scrapped and re­ 
placed by what the citizens 
have devised. A more practical 
approach to planning may re­ 
sult with a plan that will be 
more acceptable to the people. 


Rice Farmers 
Had Good Year 
SACRAMENTO (CPI) — Al- 
though the West Coast dock 
strike cost them $1 million, 
California rice farmers re­ 
ceived a near-record return on 
their crop this year, according 
to a top rice official. 
Hay Grelecki, vice president 
and general manager of the 
Farm ers Rice Cooperative 
(FRC), said Thursday that 
member growers received an 
average of $5.11 per hundred­ 
weight this year. 
He told the annual stockhold­ 
ers meeting that this year’s 
return was higher than any of 
the past seven years with the 
exception of 1969 when farmers 
received $5.25 due to large ear­ 
ly export orders. FRC repre­ 
sents 30 per cent of the rice 
growers in California.

The cham­ 
ber’s downtown revitalization 
plan, which includes the abol­ 
ishment of most parking me­ 
ters, will have to bo considered 
and perhaps worked into the 
commercial section of the de­ 
sign plan. 


The Heritage Homes group 
perhaps has the most innova­ 
tive plan being put forth. The 
group recommends the plan in­ 
clude a general design theme 
for the city, utilizing the fine 
old Victorian buildings and at­ 
mosphere. Some members have 
recommended that new build­ 
ings be required to conform 
whenever possible to the old 
style architecture and that his­ 
torically significant buildings 
be pointed out by a special 
drive with signs showing desig­ 
nated sports. While this plan 
may not bring thousands of 
tourists into the city, it could 
make residents more aware of 
their city and its heritage. 
IT IS HOPED, TOO, that the 
people on the committees will 
pay more attention to the need 
for bicycle paths than the plan­ 
ners did in their original pro­ 
posal. It will do no good for 
Petaluma police to get tough 
with youngsters by issuing cita­ 
tions for broken safety rules if 
nothing is done to make the 
streets safer for bicyclists. 
If citizens can do enough orig­ 
inal thinking and get through 
the plan they honestly want, the 
fancy document might do more 
for the city than simply gather 
dust on a shelf.

Petaluma Eyes 
Sewer Finances 


The Petaluma City Council 
was told last night if could 
finance its share of the sewer 
plant expansion without selling 
bonds, but by juggling city ac­ 
counts and adding to the tax 
rate. 
City Mgr. Robert H Meyer, 
describing a plan devised by 
him and Finance Director Cecil 
G Gealta, told the council the 
city could save as much as 
$500 'MX) in future years by not 
selling ’TVtr’ie bonds or seek­ 
ing voter approval for general 
obligation bonds to fund the 
project. 
Through short-term borrow­ 
ing from other city funds, such 
as $500,000 accumulated in the 
water fund, and with $606,425 
expected to be on hand from 
sewer connection fees by June, 
the city need not sell any bonds 
for the project, he said. 
With the sewer connection 
fees earmarked for new con­ 
struction, Meyer explained, the 
city would be compelled to in­ 
crease the city tax rate — by 14 
cents per $100 of assessed val­ 
uation — in order to pay off a 
1966 bond issue previously ap­ 
proved for plant expansion. The 
sewer connection fees had been 
set aside for that purpose. 
The total project has been 
estimated to cost $8.794.000, 
with 80 per cent from federal 
and state sources, reducing the 
city share to $1,238,800. Meyer 
said the city has $466,068 need­ 
ed for land acquisition in a 


special account. With a total of 
$606,000 anticipated from sewer 
connection fees, the city then 
would need to borrow only 
$166,307 to fund the project, he 
said, leaving enough cash on 
hand to pay contractors before 
being reimbursed bv the state 
and federal governments. 
Besides the water fund, Mey­ 
er said, the city also could 
borrow from money set aside 
for fire department apparatus, 
net equipment purchases or 
$80,000 set aside for an addition 
to the library. Gealta said he 
believed that only the water 
fund need be touched. 
Most couneilmen spoke in fa­ 
vor of the plan and said action 
would be taken at next Mon­ 
day’s meeting. 
Earlier, the council heard Er­ 
nest B. Bodnar of the financial 
consulting firm of Stone and 
Youngberg report it would be 
impossible to sell $500,000 in ( 
revenue bonds for the project. * 
Paying off the bonds, he said, 
would increase the sewer serv­ 
ice charge by 20 per cent. He 
said such a boost would not be 
permitted by the federal price 
commission and said he doubt­ 
ed an exemption would be 
granted. 
He recommended that if the 
council chose to go to voters for 
approval on general obligation 
bonds, the election should be 
held Feb. 22 so the city could 
meet a timetable for construc­ 
tion.

O’Brien said the law books 
get much use. “More and more 
people are looking into their 
own legal problems” rather 
than relying on outside attor­ 
neys, he added.

The panel did not reeommend 
any specific reform for the 
California prison system. It 
suggested use of public defend­ 
ers or programs in which law 
students and professors could 
help the indigent convict. 
“The solution thus far chosen 
by California is patchwork,” 
the panel said. “ The affluent 
are guaranteed the right to 
communicate with private 
counsel and to buy personal law 
books without restriction . . . 
The indigent, however, is rele­ 
gated to seeking out fellow in­ 
mates with legal knowledge and 
to the resources of the prison 
law library, the contents of 
which are severely limited . . . ”

Novatan Is Out To Help Juveniles

Perhaps it was logical that 
Dyannc Bohner would b<* the 
of|e to step in and do something 
about it when sin- began to see 
a need to help youngsters with 
problems in the Novato area. 


Working as a volunteer with 
t hi* 
girls 
at 
Marin Juvenile 
Hall, riding on patrol with the 
Novato police observing juve­ 
nile law offenders, and studying 
police science at tie- College of 
Marin, Mrs, Bohner began to 
think that a special kind of help 
w'as needed lor youngsters with 
problems before they got into 
deep trouble. 
A program of volunteers spe­ 
cially trained to work with the 
youngsters and their families 
might prevent repeaters among 
children in trouble and discour­ 
age a younger brother or sister 
from following in older young­ 
s te r s ' dubious footsteps, she 
reasoned. 


WITH THIS hope last sum ­ 
m er Dyanne Bohner called to 
get her an interested group of 
adults and formed 
KINSHIP 
Kids in Need Seek Help in 
People), an organization aimed 
to help youngsters who have 
problems before they reach the 
point of being sent to Juvenile 
Hall. 
And she has set up the group 
to learn to work with the entire 
family of a problem youngster 
r a th e r than w ith the child 
alone. 
Mrs. Bohner, who has two 
daughters, 12 and 10, found by 
talking to Detective Sgt. Donald 
L, Du Par and Sgt. Michael M. 
Manick of the Novato Police 
Department that they thought a 
special program would he help­ 
ful to stop ihe high number of 
“ repeaters” among juveniles in 
trouble. 
She has applied to the All­ 
state Insurance Foundation for 
a $25,000 grant to fund a tw?o- 
year program of KINSHIP. The 
money would be used mainly to 
train at least 15 volunteers to 
work with the youngsters and 
their lamilies. She hopes that 
both men and women will be 
interested in volunteering, and 
said that the volunteers would 
have professional advice avail­ 
able at all times in their work. 
She has not yei heard wheth­ 
e r KINSHIP will receive the 
grant, but 
Mrs. Bohner says 
that the program will be set up 
anyway, hoping to find profes­ 
sionals to help train the volun­ 
teers.

reflect the Hasi Hester approach 
to Chinese Chippendale and a 
related sideboard fills out the bill 
of fare. 


Retail Store Tours Can Probe 


Valuable For Decorative Tips

We all have a lot to learn 
about the history of furniture 
design and the reasons for the 
characteristics that make it 
unique to the period. The deco­ 
rative arts sections of mu­ 
seums, even the great city 
ones, seem stiff dusty settings 
that tell you little about life­ 
style and give no explanation of 
the origins of a particular peri­ 
od. 
So on occasion, 
a tour 
through a retail store might be 
more educational in the home 
furnishings arts. 


This fall a line of furniture is 
being introduced by Tomlinson 
of North Carolina. Its design 
inspiration is Chinese as inter­ 
preted by Thomas Chippendale 
in the 1750 to 1760 period of his 
work. Tomlinson asked a young 
California designer, Hasi Hes­ 
ter, to help them create this 
line, and the result is refresh­ 
ing, though not a low-price tag 
group. 


CHIPPENDALE WAS a popu­ 
lar interior designer in a period 
when the English began a veri­ 
table love affair with China and 
things Chinese. Trading vessels 


Add-A-Squore 


and clipper ships helped devel­ 
op an exchange of ideas be­ 
tween the two worlds and many 
of the Chinese motifs were 
adapted by Chippendale into 
furniture. Fretwork and surface 
ornamentation ignited his imag­ 
ination as well as the imagina­ 
tion of other 18th-century de­ 
signers. They preferred this 
new look, although it had been 
a centuries old look to the 
Chinese, and so they borrowed 
heavily from it, totally reject­ 
ing the then popular Georgian 


designs that were the vogue in 
England. 
Now we 
not 
only 
have 
Chinese Chippendale but also 
H asi H e ste r’s version of 
Chinese Chippendale, and it’s a 
group of fresher, more light­ 
hearted furnishings. 
He uses lots of fretwork. The 
principle of fretwork is not un­ 
like the idea of applique found 
in needlework. When they make 
this furniture they overlay the 
basic wood structure with a 
second layer in filigreed wood. 
Or they might use pierced fret­ 
work — kind of a see-through 
concept visible in the legs of the 
table illustrated today. 
The Hester group takes a step 
away from Chippendale by 
using fretwork under a plate- 
glass table top. It’s a 20th- 
century variation of an old 
idea. 
COLOR IS part of Hester’s 
interpretation for today’s life­ 
style so the group is available 
in pure white as well as glazed 
tangerine, lime and lemon, all 
embellished with contrasting 
stripe detail. 
One final note about learning 
while you shop, don’t be afraid 
to ask the store decorator or 
desig n -train ed salesperson 
questions about the background 
of any period of furniture. The

L l’CKY PLAY

NOT LAST CLUB 
It wasn’t the last club, of 
course, but it was good enough 
to win the trick and the rubber. 
Since very few bridge players 
are good enough to know when 
a six is high, i understood why 
South was considered a very 
lucky player. 


“ A very lucky hand,” I com­ 
mented as my opponents scored 
up the rubber I had a feeling 
that South didn't want to be 
commended for skillful play.

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CIVIC CENTER BOOKINGS 
This Show Biz Is Working 


By GEORGE XEVIX 
In the high-pressure world of 
show business promoters, 
where companies often come 
.and go like number one re­ 
cords, one Marin outfit appears 
to be here to stay. 


Sausalito-based Hananda pro­ 
ductions has been around for 18 
months, although it just moved 
to Marin from Santa Rosa, and 
will present its first Marin act 
Nov. 20: comedian Bill Cosby 
and singer Bill Withers in the 
Marin Veterans Memorial 
Building. 


Eighteen months may not 
sound like a long time for a 
business to survive, but the five 
young men who comprise Han­ 
anda say most producers — a 
term they prefer to promoters 
— have a considerably shorter 
lifespan than that. 


“ When we first got into this 
business," said 27-year-old Nor­ 
man Chamlin, a co-owner of 
Hananda, “ booking agents 
wouldn't even talk to us. Now 
they won't let us alone." 


Chamlin, his brother Gene, 
24. and S. Craig Jensen, also 24. 
started their business in Santa 
'Rosa by doing something they 
.said even San Francisco rock 
impresario 
B ill 
Graham 
couldn't — putting on success­ 
ful concerts at the Sonoma 
County Fairgrounds. 
‘There was no live music in 
Santa Rosa at the time," Cham­ 
lin said as he sat at a desk on 
the Gate 6 houseboat which 
serves as Hananda’s headquar­ 
ters. Classical music played 
softly in the background and 
tie-died curtains covered the 
windows. 
“ There had been concerts 
there at one time, though, so we 
figured there was a market for 
good acts,” he went on. Using 
local talent, Hananda threw a 
series of profitable concerts 
that firmly established the com­ 
pany’s reputation in the music* 
world, Chamlin said. 
About five months ago Han­ 
anda — the name is derived 
from a word meaning peace 
and bliss — moved to Marin 
and began planning a series of 
concerts at the Veterans Memo­ 
rial Building.

world."

Fort Baker's Privates 
Enjoying Private Digs 


By GEORGE NEVIN 
Private rooms for privates? 
T hey’re being installed at 
F o rt B arry as p a rt of the 
A rm y’s new look, and soot 
every man stationed at B Bat­ 
tery, the Marin fort’s missile 
site, will have a measure ol 
privacy formerly enjoyed only 
by officers. 
Not only that, but the men 
m ay furnish their rooms anv 
way they wish, and for at least 
one solider that means a wa- 
terbed in place of the regulation 
Army bunk. 
The $22,000 modernization 
program , in which two for­ 
m er barracks were converted 
to one-and-two-m an room s, 
goes hand-in-hand with ef­ 
forts being made throughout 
the Army to make it more 
attractive to potential enlis­ 
tees. 
Hair regulations also have 
been relaxed — though only 
slightly — chow improved and 
the men allowed “ to put up 
whatever they want in their 
rooms, as long as they keep 
them neat,” said Lt. Douglas L, 
Walker B Battery's executive 
.officer. 
B Battery is part of the First 
Missile Battalion, 61st Artillery, 
13th Artillery Group. It falls 
under the jurisdiction of the 
Sixth Region of the Army Air 
Defense Command, headquar­ 


tered at Fort Baker. The bat­ 
tery commands a bank of un­ 
d e rg ro u n d 
N ike 
H e rc u le s 
missiles which defend the Bay 
Area against hostile bombers. 
Although the military draft 
was extended in Congress this 
y ear, the A rm y, aw are of 
mounting criticism to conscrip­ 
tion. is presenting a new image 
to the public in preparation for 
the time when the Army will be 
all-volunteer. The new barracks 
are part of that image. 
Walker led a tour of the 
barracks yesterday and proudly 
pointed out new color schemes 
— walls are rust red, yellow 
and grey instead of institutional 
green. Area rugs and curtains 
will match the new paint jobs. 
“Now the men can bring in 
their televisions and stereos 
and leave them locked up 
here during the day instead of 
w orrying about th em ,” he 
said. “They can put up post­ 
ers or anything they want. 
There’s no restriction on what 
they can have in their rooms, 
as long as they’re neat.’’ 
Cone for good are the days 
the men had to take down 
posters for inspections, al­ 
though inspections themselves 
rem ain, Walker said. As he 
talked, the pungent odor of 
incense drifted out of one of the 
rooms. 
Between 25 and 30 men live in 


each barrack, said Walker. Of­ 
ten a two-man room has only 
one occupant because of cut­ 
backs in troop strength growing 
out of reduced appropriations 
by Congress. 
To A/5 Jim m y M. Carter, 22. 
the new regulations mean pin­ 
ups and a peace symbol on the 
wall, wind chimes by his door, 
a stereo component system on 
his desk and a king-sized wa- 
terbed on the floor. 
The new barracks are for 
junior enlisted men, lowest on 
the military totum pole. Men 
above specialist fourth class 
who live at B Battery already 
had private rooms, as did offi­ 
cers. About half the battery’s 
127 enlisted men live in private 
apartm ents off base. 
Like the improved living 
conditions, the redecorated 
mess hall with its greater 
selection of food is designed 
to compensate the men at B 
Battery for having to stick 
close to the base because of 
drills or the possibility of 
actual attack. 
The mess hall, remodeled last 
year, has won three awards as 
best mess hall this year in 
competition with seven other 
Bay Area mess halls. 
Using an $800 grant, from 
post exchange funds, the men 
of the battery installed a false 
ceiling with subdued lights, 
built a leather-covered planter- 
d ividier to se p a ra te officers 
from enlisted men and bought a 
tape deck and amplifier. 
Not only is standard Army 
chow available, but men may 
order a hamburger, pizza or 
other nontypical fare if they 
aren’t in the mood for chipped 
beef on toast, Walker said. 
Bright red tablecloths, white 
curtains and paintings on the 
hardwood walls give the mess 
hall the appearance of afriend- 
ly, small restaurant rather than 
a military eating place. There 
is more variety of food and 
drink than ever before, accord­ 
ing to Mess Sgt. Oliver Brow­ 
der. 
At least one soldier, however, 
isn't much impressed by all the 
changes. ‘‘My tour is over in 
six months and 1 can’t wait to 
get out 
This Army is too 
m uch,” he said.

Those Who Use Arms A Lot 
Frequently Suffer Bursitis 


Bursitis is one of the most common rheu­ 
m atic disorders. Bursae are the thin-walled 
sacs located wherever tendons move across 
one another or over bones. These structures 
contain lubricating fluid to help the tendons 


glide smoothly. 
Shoulder bursitis does not begin as true 
inflammation of a bursa. 'Hie culprit is the 
suprnspinatus tendon that passes from the 
tipper shoulder through the middle of the 
bursa to the outer part of the upper arm . It 
helps raise or lower the arm , 
and 
in 
so 
doing 
m ay 
get 
pinched between the shoulder 
bone and upper arm bone. 
Those who use the arm more 
than usual — such as violinists, 


co n d u cto rs, athletes and paint­ 
ers — arc more likely to be 
bothered with bursitis of the 
shoulder. 
R ep eated trau m a 
leads to swelling of the tendon 
within the bursal sac. A blister 
forms in much the sam e way as 
it does on the foot that rubs 
against a shoe. 
As pressure within the bursa 
in c re a se s, the shoulder be­ 
comes painful. This may take 
place suddenly or gradually. 
When 
sev ere, 
pain 
occu rs 
throughout the shoulder and ex­ 
tends downward into the hand. 
It may be so excruciating, the 
arm cannot be moved more 
than a few inches. Pain lessens 
within 7 to in days, as swelling 
subsides. Several weeks may 
elapse before the individual can 
reach into his back pocket or 
put an arm into a sleeve with­ 
out distress. Injecting a steroid 
directly into the bursa is the 
best remedy. 
Also useful are X-rays, pro­ 
caine injections or needling to 
remove 
the 
fluid. 
Heat and 
m assage lessen residual stiff­ 
ness. It is advisable to move 
the arm periodically to avoid 
scar tissue and a frozen shoul­ 
der.

onetim e R epublican congres­ 
sional candidate. 
Stanley Shapiro, appearing 
for Gallagher Monday, said the 
suit would be withdrawn if Miss 
Davis “will sign a written state­ 
ment that she will never seek a 
leaching position” at the uni­ 
versity. 
“If not, this action is the only 
insurance that our taxpayers 
have that Miss Davis will not, if 
she is found not guilty in her 
criminal action, return to the 
UCLA teaching staff as a hero­ 
ine and a martyr and a con­ 
stant source of inspiration to 
existing potential communists 
and Black Panthers on cam ­ 
pus.” 
Miss Davis taught a philoso­ 
phy course for one year at 
UCLA.

His Job: Smoothing 


Ruffled Feathers 


Keeping life in the Air Force 
a two-way street, might be de­ 
scribed as the job for Capt. 
Kenneth L. Coleman, who has 
the title of Equal Opportunities 
Officer for Hamilton Air Force 
Base. 
The title is relatively new — 
it was created by the Air De­ 
fense Command on Sept. 1 —- 
but some of the complaints it 
handles are as old as society. 
* One recent c ase . C aptain 
Colem an reported, w as the 
problem of the Hamilton Air 
Force Base man from Guam 
who wanted to send one of his 
children back to his Pacific 
home to go to college. 
The father ran into a one-way 
regulation. It said that GIs sta­ 
tioned in Guam, Alaska. Hawaii 
or Puerto Rico could fly their 
children to colleges in the main­ 
land United States free on mili­ 
tary aircraft when space was 
available, but. the policy didn't 
work the other direction. 
The man from Guam turned 
to 
C aptain 
C olem an, 
who 
worked through official chan­ 
nels to show the Pentagon that 
its rule was unfair. The student 
got his free ride to Guam. 
Many of the problems han­ 
dled by the 29-year-old black 
Captain Coleman involve racial 
prejudice, but “ I want to see 
every m ilitary person get equal 
treatment regardless of race, 
creed or sex,” he said. 
The equal opportunities offi­ 
cer met with some suspicion 
when he began the job. But 
Coleman stressed that he was a 
member of the establishment, 
working through the establish­ 
ment to solve inequities. 
“’After I had been on the job 
for some time some of the 
whites told 
me 
they saw I 
hadn't burned down Hamilton, 
so 1 was OK.” Coleman said. 
But to “‘the white conserva­ 
tive, I am a m ilitant; to the 
militant blacks and whites, I 
am a conservative,” Coleman 
said. 
“ Why, 
I ’ve even been 
called an Uncle Tom ,” he add­ 
ed. 


His job is fourfold: Counsel­ 
ing base airmen, assuring that 
the base’s services are respon­ 
sive to all personnel, advising 
unit commanders and supervi­ 
sors on dealings with minori­ 
ties, and dissem inating infor- 


mation on what the base does 
for its personnel. 
The problems range from ob­ 
taining a transfer for a racially 
mixed couple whose mutual su­ 
pervisor opposed their m ar­ 
riage. to smoothing the ruffled 
feathers of a servicem an who 
may only imagine that he is a 
victim of prejudice. 
Coleman's job requires close 
cooperation with the base legal 
office and with the base com­ 
mander. Col. Vermont G arri­ 
son. whom Coleman praised for 
his support of the new Office of 
Equal Opportunity. 
Coleman joined the Air Force 
seven years ago after graduat­ 
ing with an industrial m anage­ 
ment degree from Ohio State 
University. He plans to study 
law in the future. 
Coleman's wife, Jackie, is a 
counselor at the University of 
Santa Clara. 
The equal opportunities offi­ 
cer said Marin County provides 
a healthy social climate for the 
base and for his job of making 
sure that the military system is 
“ more responsive to the indi­ 
vidual. rath er than treatin g 
them like m asses.”

Football great Ernie Nevers of Tiburon was on 
hand at the Marin Chapter, 49er Goal Rushers 
luncheon yesterday, representing the National 
Football Foundation and Hall of Fame, and took 
a pretty good swipe at the Oakland Raiders while 
he was there. 
Nevers, chairman of the Northern California 
chapter of the foundation, received a $100 check 
for the foundation from the Goal Rushers, and 
then talked football. 


SAN FRANCISCO cornerback Jim Johnson was 
supposed to be the 49er guest speaker at yester­ 
day’s luncheon at Holiday Inn, but never showed 
up. Just another name added to the list of 
missing persons. 


Nevers and A1 Scott, coach of the Marin County 
Athletic League champion Novato High School 
Hornets, did a good job of making up for 
Johnson’s absence. 
Nevers talked about the Raiders’ 20-20 tie with 
Kansas City two weeks ago, in which Oakland 
had a fourth down and inches to go for a 
touchdown, with 2:31 left in the game, and went 
for the tying field goal instead. 


“I LOST ALL my respect for the Raiders when 
they went for the tie,” he declared. “I never 
played a game in my life that I didn't play to 
win.” 
Scott agreed with the former All-American 
from Stanford. 
“ I know the players can’t say much,” said 
Scott, ‘‘but I know they would have rather gone 
for the touchdown. They should have gone for the 
whole ball of wax. When we play San Rafael 
Saturday, a tie would still give us the undisputed 
championship. But we won’t be going for a tie 
against San Rafael. We’re going for a win.” 


SCOTT BROUGHT along his star running back, 
Leo Magers, who was introduced to the Goal 
Rushers. “ I’m really happy to be on a number 
one team ,” said the scrappy Magers. “ I couldn't 
be playing with a better bunch of kids.” 
Nevers noted that there is nothing new, offen­ 
sively, in pro football, allowing the defense to 
dominate play, which got nods of agreement from 
his listeners.

Capital Gain Of 
Firm Is Sluggish

Q. I would very much ap­ 
preciate your view on Mid- 
iand-Ross. M y 500 shares cost 
$39 and I am wondering about 
averaging down — K.M. 
A. 
A disappointing third 
quarter — 10 cents a share vs. 
49 cents in the 1970 quarter — 
casts doubt on the security of 
Midland’s 35-cent quarterly div­ 
idend rate. Market sentiment 
on this score is indicated by the 
excessive 7.8 per cent current 
yield now available in these 
shares. For the 9 months, sales 
receded 2.6 per cent while net 
income plunged 29 per cent. 
Midland, a cyclical issue, 
produces capital goods, auto­ 
motive products, railroad 
equipment and construction 
materials. The first two cate­ 
gories account for about two- 
thirds of company production. 
While the investment tax cred­ 
it, if enacted, would boost earn­ 
ings, Midland’s products are 
such that substantial lead time 
is required before installation. 
Thus meaningful profit gains 
would probably not accrue be­ 
fore late 1972. 
The company’s Midrex divi­ 
sion, which produces metallized 
pellets for the steel industry, 
has above-average long-term 
potential. Plant capacity will be 
doubled to 800.000 tons annually 
by 1973. 
Midland acquired 50,000 of its 
own shares in October when 
trading was at the 10-21 level. 
Although much of the bad news 
has been discounted, shares are 
vulnerable to further erosion in 
a down market, thus additional 
purchases should be timed ac­ 
cordingly. 


Q. Could you discuss Amer­ 
ican Standard. It seems to get 
no place although it is heavily 
traded. What other plumbing 
issues would you recom ­ 
mend? — E.K. & G.n ! 
A. American Standard is the 
leading manufacturer of plumb­ 
ing equipment; other major 
producers include Borg-Warne- 
r, Crane Co. and Kohler. A drop 
in third quarter net marks the 
eighth consecutive decline in 
American’s interim earnings. 


In announcing its deteriorating 
results, management stated 
that a substantial loss will be 
reported for the year. 
A complete restructuring, in­ 
cluding disposal of one-fifth of 
assets, elimination of certain 
products, plant closings and a 
45 per cent reduction of debt is 
planned for the next few years. 
Crane Co. appears to be the 
most promising of the plumbing 
issues.
